14 years of Socialist rule. 

‘Robert Gordon Menzies, Aus- 
tralian Liberal leader who now 
will be restored to the Prime 
Ministry he held from 1939 to 
1941, called the turn on the Aus- 
tralian situation in his comment 
Dec. 1: : 

“The Socialists were brought to 
power in New Zealand, Australia 
and Britain in that order. This 
dramatic (New Zealand) result 
seems a happy omen that they 
will go out in the same order.” 

The British Labor Government 
of Prime Minister Attlee faces an 
election sometime before the end 
of its five-year term next July. 
Some Conservative spokesmen 
have advanced the idea that the 
results in the Dominions might 
influence the British vote.

ATOM INQUIRY 
SEEKS CHEMICAL 
WARFARE RECORDS 


Investigator Says Rus- 
sians Might Have Ob- 
tained’ Heavy Water 
Through Armed Forces.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP)— 
Congressional investigators dis- 
closed today they have asked for 
records of the chemical warfare 
servite as they sought to run 
down the whole story of how the 
Russians were able to get atomic 
materials during ‘the war. 


Louis J. Russell, chief investi- 
gator for the House Un-American 
Activities Committee, said he 
sought to learn whether the Rus- 
sians got any of the supplies 
through the chemical service. The 
committee has learned that ship- 
ments went to the Soivet Union 
in 1943 when the countries were 
allied against Hitler. 

“We know that the Russians 
communicated with the armed 
froces about uranium supplies,” 
Russell said. “They might have 
obtained the heavy water through 
them.” 

Shipping Licenses Recorded. 

This referred to 1000 grams of 
an atomic experimental material 
which the committee said showed 
up in old lend-lease records. The 
shipping license was recorded in 
the last quarter of 1943. The com- 
mittee regards this as proof the 
Russians got it but wants to find 
out for sure. 

Russell said the Chemical War- 
fare Service records are restrict- 
ed and may not be available to 
the committee. He said, “We'll 
have to wait and see whether the 
Army will honor our requests.” 

Investigators believe that, if 
given the chance, they can find 
out: (1) Whether anyone was tip- 
ping off the Russians on sources 
of uranium compounds; (2) 
whether anyone was cutting 
around the corners to assure 
transmission of the material; (3) 
the source of maps, departmental 
data and other records which a 
witness declared was sent to Rus- 
sia; (4) how much vital atomic 
material the Russians actually 
got. The investigators say they 
have some of the answers already 
but need more time to document 
them. 

Groves Heard by Group. 

That the Russians got some 
uranium and related atomic ma- 
terials in 1943 was clearly estab- 
lished this week as the committee. 
went into charges aired by Radio 
Commentator Fulton Lewis Jr. 
and former Air Force Maj. 
George Racey Jordan. But who 
enabled the Russians to get the 
material remained a question aft- 
er the committee heard Jordan 
and Lt. Gen. Leslie R. Groves, 
retired, wartime head of the 
Manhattan Engineering District 
that developed the atomic bomb.

French Indochina will probably 
be the next nation to disappear 
into the capacious maw of Com- 
munism in Asia, it appears on the 
basis of reports reaching Wash- 
ington. 

American military strategists 
consider the danger so acute’ that 
they believe only the French 
forces of more than 150,000 now 
in Indochina may possibly be able 
to prevent a Communist con- 
quest of the country—and of most 
of the rest of Southeast Asia. 


These strategists devoutly hope 
that France will maintain its mili- 
tary strength in Indochina, even 
though the troops now there 
would be extremely valuable in 
Europe. 

Native Communist-led forces 
under Ho Chi Minh already con- 
trol the northern provinces of 
Indochina and further important 
areas, despite the best military 
and political efforts the French 
have been able-to make, and may 
be able to take over most of the 
rest of the country, if not all, 
when Chinese Communist forces 
reach the border. : 


Likely Strategy. 


The Chinese might conceivably 
sweep on over the frontier and 
into Indochina. They are more 
likely, however, to employ their 
usual strategy of clandestine in-: 
filtration and the undercover /pro- 
vision of arms, money, political 
and military “advice” and propa- 
ganda, in the best judgment here. 
They can probably furnish aid of 
this sort and in this manner to 
the Indochinese Communists on. 
a scale sufficient to enable Ho 
Chi Minh to make his future suc- 
cesses appear to be “inside jobs.” 

Communist successes in Indo- 
china thus far have really been, 
in large measure, “inside jobs.” 
“The worst possible -thing” has 
happened there, in the words of 
one of the United States Govern- 
ment’s outstanding experts on

TRUCKERS BEAT 
WEIGHT CHECK 
WITH ‘GRAPEVINE’ | 


.A far-reaching warning system 
has been set up by truck drivers 
seeking to avoid arrest for driving 
overloaded vehicles on the East

In a campaign to reduce high- 
way damage caused by trucks 
carrying cxcess weight, nine 
squads of Illinois State Polife set 
up platform scales each morning 
on main highways in Madison, St. 
Clair and Monroe counties. Al- 
though the scale locations are fre- 
quently changed, it was reported 
by Capt. R. C. Winder, it takes 
less than two hours for the 
“grapevine” to spread news of a 
change to points as far distant as 
Nashville, Tenn., and drivers be- 
gin taking circuitous routes to 
bypass the checking stations. 
Some drivers telephone their 
home offices so that later trucks 
can be rerouted. Others double 
back and leave warnings at fill- 
ing stations and restaurants pat- 
ronized by truckers: Some truck 
firms send employes ahead in 
passenger automobiles to act as 
scouts, Capt. Winder stated. 
Since the drive began last 
Tuesday, police have inspected 
more than 1500 trucks and issued 
summonses to more than 100 driv- 
ers of overloaded vehicles to ap- 
pear before the -nearest magis- 
trate or justice of the peace.

He 
is represented by various “front” 
men who handle the syndicate’s 
business details. 


Peorians listened with inter- 
est last month when Gov. Stev- 
enson, speaking “off the cuff’ 
at the annual Peoria Gridiron 
dinner, said legalizing gambling 
“may be the only solution to the 
problem under Illinois’s present 
legal system.” He pointed out 


his powers were “excessively 
limited” and suggested if the 
citizens of Illinois want him to 
stop gambling they should vete 
him the power to remove prose- 
cutors who fail in their duty. 
However, Virgil W. Peterson, 
operating director of Chicago's 
Crime Commission, disagrees with 
the much-expressed theory that 
legalizing gambling would solve 
the problem.

Eight 
slot machines are arranged to 
catch nickles, dimes and quar- 
ters from customers at the long 
bar. A huge sign, hung across 
the room, proclaims: “Binge— 
$200 Given Away Every Night.” 

The second floor is intended 
to attract the night club crowd, 
who lIfike to eat sizzling steaks, 
listen to entertainment and play 
the various games of chance. 
The walls are done in knotty 
pine and the columns are pan- 
eled in mirrors. 

A battery of. some 20 slot 
machines line the wall behind 
the stage bar, and across the 
room are facilities. for horse. 
race bettors. The gambling 
casino, in the next room, has 
two dice tables and a roulette 
wheel, all visible from the door- 
way. 

Cawley (his partner, Kelly, died 
years ago) also owns four or five 
other places in LaSalle and gam- 
bling establishments in Streator 
and Ottawa. He lives in an apart- 
ment across the street from Kelly 
and Cawley’s and has_led a sed- 
entary existence since an attempt 
was made on his life several years 
ago, apparently in behalf of the 
invading Chicago syndicate. 

Another elaborate casino oper- 
ating in La Salle was Tinny’s Sil- 
ver Congo, which offers dice, 
blackjack and poker tables. The 
owner is “Tiny” Cosgrove, whose 
gambling operations are. over- 
shadowed only by Cawley’s.

Informed 
persons pointed to the fact that 
Senator Lucas was being hon- 
ored at’a testimonial dinner in 
Havana Dec. 27 and that politi- 
cal leaders probably did not 
wish to have the eloquent speak- 
ing of the night accompanied 
by clicking dice cubes and whir- 
ring slot machines. 

The Rev. Laverne S. Poole, pas- 
tor of First Baptist Church at 
Havana, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: “We don’t especially feel 
that this absence of gambling is 
going to last too long. High pres- 
sure is undoubtedly being brought 
to bear for its return.” 

The Rev. Mr. Poole is one of a 
number of Mason county citizens 
who have attempted to at least 
curtail gambling there. They point 
out that the county’s children have 
access to slot machines, which 
have been located in some drug 
stores, all taverns and restau- 
rants. 

Large eating, drinking*® and 
gambling establishments are lo- 
cated in the center of Havana’s 
business district.

Loren Scott, a lay member of 
the anti-gambling forces in Ma- 
son county, cited the case of 
Louis Becker, Havana’s leading 
gambler, as an example of the 
corrupting influence of wide- 
open gambling conditions. 

Scott revealed that he was a 
member of the Havana School 
Board about 18 years ago when 
Becker was hired as High 
School athletic coach. He was 
brought to Havana from anoth- 
er part of the state. 

“We wanted him to set up a 
good character-building pro- 
gram in the school,” Scott said, 
“and he did, too. He had a way 
with young people. Then he 
started associating with Ed 
Long, one of the town’s gam- 
_blers. He quit the coaching 
job and wound up as Havana’s 
No. 1 gambler and tavern own- 
er.’ 

Long, Becker’s partner, was 
killed last summer in:a cabin fire 
in Minnesota. 

Gamblers have contributed to 
the Havana city treasury through 
a system of monthly fines for 

ars, the Post-Dispatch was in- 
ormed. A former mayor said 
gamblers were fined $10 for each 
slot machine and $25 for each 
dice and roulette table. Last year 
the fines amounted to more -than 
$1000 monthly, Among the bene- 
fits derived from this money was 
uniforms for the modest police 
force. 

Fulton County’s Problem.

Senator ‘Sheridan Downey — 


Tidelands Oil Issue Is Certain to Be Raised — Nixon, 
California Republican in House, Also Is a Candidate.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10. 


UT in sunlit California the other day a newspaper hollered in banner- 

headlines: ‘‘DOUGLAS FAVORS U.S. SEIZING OUR TIDELANDS.”’ Aside 

from being just one more flagrant distortion of the facts in the tidelands oil 
battle, the streamer marked the opening of what promises to be the most spec- 
tacular political duel of the 1950 Senatorial campaign. 


Representative Helen Gahagan Douglas, 
whose onetime experience in the theater 
taught her to recognize phony issues as well 
as ersatz characters, will pit her skill 
against a rough, maneuverable hombre— 
the irrepressible and unpredictable Sheridan 
Downey. Both are Democrats. The shrill 
newspaper attack, cited above, is merely a 
portent of things to come. . 

At stake, of course, is Downey's Senate 
seat, good for six years beginning in Janu- 
ary, 1951. Mrs. Douglas, the wife of 
Movie Actor Melvyn Douglas, is risking 
her own House seat in this climactic step 
of her political career. 

When a House Democrat runs against a 
Senate Democrat, it’s political news. When 
the House member is a lady, especially a 
delectable one like Helen Douglas, the situa- 
tion becomes even more intriguing. Even 
the White House is more than casually in- 
terested. For while it traditionally is rather 
discreet about indicating a preference in 
party contests, there is good reason to be- 
lieve that the lady in the case has President 
Truman’s blessings. 

She also has been otherwise blessed. Mrs. 
Douglas is a statuesque five feet seven with 
soft light brown hair, large beautiful gray- 
blue eyes, a classic profile and a graceful, 
long-legged stride. 


Her Georgetown Parties 
Are Genial, Without Pomp. 


She dresses simply but with taste. Her 
occasional Georgetown parties are genial, 
successful affairs; there is no pomp or cere- 
mony. She likes to take long walks, go to 
symphonies when she has the time, and 
play bridge. 

In challenging the bouncy and re- 
sourceful Downey, Mrs. Douglas has no 
pretty illusions about the campaign task 
ahead of her. Downey is expected to have 
the active support of the big landowners, 
of influential oilmen, of ever-hopeful 

“ham-and-egg’”’ devotees charmed by 
Downey's pension promises, and of a por- 
tion of organized labor. 

In the past he has shown he is no mean 
showman in’‘a state noted for its political 
unorthodox and cockeyed campaign pledges. 
But this time he may have exposed his 

Achilles’ heel. For in Washington role 
of perennial headhunter of the tingling scalp 
of Reclamation Commissioner Michael 
Straus, Downey has played along with the 
Haves against the Have-Littles in seeking 
to break the Government’s limitation of 
irrigation in the Central Valley to the 
smaller farms. 

The issue was pointed up by former In- 
terior Secretary Harold L. Ickes at recent 
hearings before the Senate Public Lands 
Committee. Only mildly ruffled, Ickes tes- 
tified that by his “‘persecution”’ of Reclama- 
tion officials, Senator Downey had made 
enemies of all the working people in Cali- 
fornia, all the city folk, all thé farmers, all 
the housewives, all the white and Negro resi- 
dents of the state, all the Republicans and 
all the Democrats. 

Warming up slightly, Ickes went on to 
call Downey, who sat white-faced nearby, a 
ham actor, waspish Senator, and an untrust- 
worthy fellow who puts out falsies and 
spends too much time with banshee keen- 
ings. Newsmen who groped their way to 
dictionaries learned that a banshee is a fe- 
male ghost that brings warnings ‘of sudden 
death and that a keening is a wail. Harold 
the Ick murmured that he didn’t have time 
to give a complete catalogue of Downey’s 
traits. Downey wailed that he’d sue, but 
thus far has restrained himself. . 

The whole episode gave Lady Douglas 
a ready-made issue—specifically, the Cen- 
tral Valley controversy but more gener- 
ally the issue of special interests versus 
the public trust. She will seek to show 
that the Senator has sided with self-serv- 
ing private interests more often than not, 
and therefore has richly earned the right 
to be retired to private life. In her spir- 
ited, determined way, Mrs. Douglas can be 
counted on to sling political arrows at 
Downey’s Achilles’ heel with sharp- 
shooter accuracy throughout the cam- 


While Downey frequently has antagonized 
the national Democratic party by trying to 
commit mayhem on presidential appointees 
and by other irregular antics, Mrs. Douglas 
is the Fair Deal personigied, laboring ardu- 
ously in Congress for the most progressive 

‘kind of legislation and serving as a rallying 
figure for more cautious liberals. She was 
‘a good friend of the late F.D.R. and remains 
a trusted confidante of Mrs. Roosevelt. 
Harry Truman is fond of her. On the West 
Coast she has been the leadér of a Demo- 
cratic faction identified with F.D.R.’s son, 
James Roosevelt, who will seek the gov- 
ernorship of the state. 


Some California Democrats 

Follow Oil Man Edwin Pauley. 

This Douglas-Roosevelt faction lies some- 
where between the conservative Democratic 
group led by such financial tycoons as Oil- 
man Edwin W. Pauley, who is close to Sena- 
tor Downey, and a Leftist-Liberal group led 
by Robert W. Kenny, former Attorney Gen- 
eral of the state. Oil, however, has often 
proved thicker than party lines and party 
factions. 
eral, he worked hand-in-glove. with Pauley 


in a turbulent campaign to get Congress to 
pass quitclaim l@gislation that would have 
forever renounced federal claims to the oil- 
rich California submerged coastal lands. 

The tidelands issue is certain to be raised 
all over the state by Candidate Downey in 
his bid for a third six-year term. Because 
oil exploratfon and exploitation is one of 
California’s most thriving industries, for 
years the state has taken the helm in direct- 
ing a nation-wide “states’ rights’’ crusade 
to overturn the Supreme Court ruling of 
1947 awarding the tidelands to the Federal 
Government. Mrs. Douglas, well aware that 
she is inviting the bitter opposition of pow- 
erful oil companies and oil executives who 
contribute to the Democratic party, has re- 
fused to budge from her position that the 
matter was settled by the Supreme Court 
ruling. Placing the national interest high 
above “states’ rights,’”’ she has spoken out 
against efforts to circumvent the ruling of 
the highest tribunal. Downey, of course, 
has been one. of the most articulate ex- 
ponents of state ownership. 

Mrs. Douglas’ refusal, at this milestone 
of her career, to sacrifice principle for polit- 
ical expediency is characteristic. No one 
who talks to her at any length can fail to 
be warmed by her obvious sincerity, and her 
devotion to the common man. 

This state of mind, by some miraculous 
political legerdemain, is considered danger- 
ous if not downright disloyal by some rock- 
ribbed Republicans. ‘Statism’ and _ the 
“welfare state” are starting to have a sub- 
versive ring in the G.O.P. auditoriums. And 
this brings us to Representative Nixon, Cali- 
fornia Republican who also has announced 
his candidacy for Downey’s Senate seat. 
Should Mrs. Douglas whip Downey in the 
primary, she would still have to face Nixon 
in the genera] election, assuming that Nixon, 
no campaign slouch himself, wins his party 
nomination. The all-important primary will 
be held next. June 6. 


All of which adds up to a rough stretch 
of road ahead for the Califo lady. In 
fact, Nixon, one of the grim reapers of the 
House Un-American Activities Committee, 
has pledged a “fighting, rocking, .socking 
campaign.” He gave a preview of his 
campaign issues by announcing that the 
great question before the American peo- 
ple “is simply the choice between freedom 
and state socialism.” He went on: “They 
can call it planned economy, the Fair 
Deal, or social welfare. It’s still the same 
on Socialist ‘baloney,’ any way you slice 

t. 


If Mrs. Douglas is called a Red, a pinko, 
a star-gazer and—horrors—a social planner, 
it will not be the first time. Her plan, as 
in the past, is to carry her message straight 
to the voters in simple, forceful tones, and 
let her opponents do the clay-slinging. 


Possibility of Entering 
Both Party Primaries Seen: 


Under California’s remarkable cross-filing 
primary system, a candidate can enter both 
the Democratic and Republican party con- 
tests. Gov. Earl Warren, in 1946, entered 
and won the Democratic primary as well as 
his own Republican race, and thus sewed up 
the election. Mrs. Douglas, in 1948, won 
the Democratic primary handily in her race 
for re-election to the House and came within

Worker Security at Stake — 
Industry Accepted Some 
Responsibility: for ‘Depre- 
ciation’ of Employes.

HEN the definitive history of the ggeat 
Wiereei strike of 1949 ultimately is writ- 

en, a landmark to be noted will be that 
a great basic industry accepted the proposi- 
tion that it has a duty to provide for “depre- 
ciation” of its workers as well as deprecia- 
tion of plant and equipment. 

That’s what the strike was about. The 
dispute was not over such familiar issues as 
how much a worker brings home on payday, 
or how many hours he works, but over a 
relatively new element in labor-management 
relations, something that goes under the 
name of “‘security’’ and is expressed in terms 
of pensions for retired workers. 


Beyond that, there is implicit in the settle- 
ment the concept thdt the Federal Govern- 
ment also has a major responsibility to meet 
the ‘depreciation of worker” obligation. 


The steel industry agreed to pensions of 
at least $100 a month for employes re- 
tiring at age 65 after 25 years’ service, 
these pensions to be paid for solely by the 
companies except to the extent that they 
include Social Security benefits for which 
employers and employes are taxed equally. 

Contract terms on pensions may be frozen 
at the $100 level, if the companies should 
elect that option, for five years. As of now 
the major portion of the pension, for cur- 
rently retiring steelworkers, will be paid for 
by the companies. Their share will be re- 
duced, however, as workers earn additional 
Social Security credits and a further reduc- 
tion would occur if, as seems likely, the 
Senate passes the bill already approved by 
the House of Representatives that increases 
Social Security old age benefits an average 
of 70 per cent. 

Younger workers, whose retirement is 
years away, might find their pensions wholly, 
or nearly so, met by Social Security, and in 
the case of Henry J. Kaiser’s warborn Fon- 
tana Steel Corp., it will be many years be- 
fore any employe has accumulated the 25 
years of service required for normal pension 
at the age of 65, so that as of now there 
isn’t any week-to-week or month-to-month 
pension cost for Fontana. 

This is true. because pensions are not 
“funded” by impounding something-. each 
payday to meet future pension costs. What 
happens is that when a worker reaches 65; 
has accumulated 25 years of service, and de- 
cides to retire, a fund is set up through a 
single payment, or in the case of some con- 
tracts, through payments over the first five 
years of retirement, to guarantee payment of 
the pension. 


Fund to Cover Pensions 
Must Be ‘Actuarily Sound.’ 


The amount of that fund is not spelled 
out in the contracts, which provide only 
that it must be “‘actuarily sound.” Initial 
determination of what is “actuarily sound” 
is to be made by the company -but its de- 
cision is subject to review by a pension com- 
mittee on which representatives of manage- 
ment and of the CIO United Steelworkers 
have equal voice. The union’s consulting 
actuary figures it will take a fund of 2bout 


for the 12 to 13 year life expectancy of a 
steelworker retiring at 65. That would be 
reduced, of course, to the extent the worker 
has earned Social Security benefits. 

These are some of the reasons why it 
isn’t possible to say definitely what the 
pension cost means in terms of cents per 
hour added to payrolls. That will vary from 
company to company. In the case of the 
Bethlehem Steel Corp., which broke the ice 
and made an agreement that can be re- 
garded as ending the month long strike,

That much has been revealed by Defense

planning are top secret, of course. Which 
leaves anyone free to guess. 


If Washington should come under atomic 
attack, it seems hardly likely the govern- 
ment would move to any eastern city which 
would be similarly endangered. This would 
exclude those earlier seats of government, 
New York and Philadelphia. 


Nor is it likely San Francisco, Seattle or 
any’ part of the Pacific Coast would figure 
in the planning since they would be un- 
comfortably exposed to Russian attack head- 
ing down from the Beritfg Sea or passing 
over Alaska and the wilds of British Co- 
lum bia. 


With the Atlantic seaboard and the 
Pacifiq ports eliminated from the plan- 
ning, a retreat may be indicated to some 
area west of the Alleghanies and east of

The indirection takes the form of listing 
the country’s most probable atomic bomb 


targets. Somehow St. Louis escapes every 
listing and thereby builds up a reputation 
for maximum safety in the atomic age. 


Washington, New York, Detroit and Pitts- 
burgh make every atomic eligibility list, 
greatly to their chagrin. Recently a national 
magazine published a doomsday prophecy 
by Air Force General Hugh Knerr. Sure 
enough, the old favorites were represented. 
And for good measure Prophet Knerr tussed 
in such places as Chieago, Cleveland, Boston, ;

St. Louis happens to be the most im- 
portant city in the so-calléd ‘“‘Magic Circle” 
region of six states—Missouri, Iowa, Ar- 
kansas, Kansas, Oklahoma and Nebraska. 
The “Magic Circle’ name was coined by 
Roger W. Babson, the economist and statis- 
tician, who contends this area is safer from 
atomic attacks than any other in the nation. 

Planes flying from Siberia into North 
America would come over . Alaska and 
Canada. Planes from Europe would come 
by way of Iceland and Newfoundland. 
Planes flying to and from North America 
ordinarily follow the Great Circle Route.

that it meant 10 to 12 cents an hour. 

In addition, the union gained life, dis- 
ability and hospital insurance benefits that 
are to cost five cents an hour, with com- 
panies and union members sharing that cost 
equally. 

In the case of another major steel corpo- 
ration, its president told the Post-Dispatch 
its actuaries thought the pension expense 
of that particular firm’ would prove to be 
about 8% cents an hour in payroll costs. If 
the Senate should complete legislative ac- 
tion on the House-approved Social Security 
amendments, the pension liability for this 
company would be reduced by four cents an 
hour. 


How the ‘Bethlehem Formula’ 
Was Worked Out to End Strike. 


Terms of the strike settlement have come 
to be known as “the Bethlehem formula.” 
It was the Bethlehem company, second larg- 
est producer, that took the initiative in 
breaking the month-long deadlock. How it 
happened that Bethlehem took the lead—a 
role traditionally reserved for United States 
Steel Corp., the largest producer with one 
third of all steel production capacity—is 
a story in itself. 

One factor that made it easy for Bethle- 
hem, rather than U. S, Steel, to take the 
lead was that Bethlehem already had a non- 
contributory pension plan which was by 
pre-strike standards relatively generous. 
The union figured the Bethlehem pre-strike 
plan produced for its members about $36 
a month, although the company-wide aver- 
age was higher. The important thing, how- 
ever, was that Bethlehem’s plan was “non- 
contributory” and the big stumbling block 
in strike settlement negotiations was indus- 
try insistence that any pension plan should 
be “contributory” with employes sharing 
the cost. 

But the largest factor in ousting U. S 
Steel from its pace-setting role came down 
to an issue of personalities—a bitter feud 
between Phil Murray, union president, 
and John A. Stephens, U. 8S. Steel’s vice 
president in charge of industrial rela- 
tions. 

For years they had operated on a cordial 
basis founded on mutual trust. This year 
an issue of veracity and good faith arose 
between them and it just was not in the 
cards for Murray and Stephens to agree on 
anything. 

This reporter got part of the story of their 
feud last summer when the two men had 
leading roles before President Truman’s 
fact-finding board which considered the con- 
troversy and recommended a settlement—a 
settlement only partially accepted, as it 
turned out. The story was rounded out, 
and confirmed'in its details by the president 
of a major steel company with whom the 
reporter talked later. 

“Somebody just had to step in and

One self-appointed prophet of doom who 
designated St. Louis as the nation’s capital 
was the late Floyd Gibbons, famous war 
correspondent. 

Twenty years ago, looking out upon a 
sorry world through his one good eye, worlf- 
traveler Gibbons wrote “The Red Napoleon,” 
a novel of fantasy. It was a weird thing, 
done by an amateur H. G. Wells, but certain 
chapters are not without interest nowadays. 

Floyd Gibbons, a road-company Richard 
Harding Davis, wrote of a future war in 
which the Soviet Republics would overrun 
Europe and Asia and then attack, New 
York, Washington, etc. 

The result of the Soviet attack on 
Washington, according to this latter-day 
Gibbons, was... “The isstiance of im- 
mediate orders for the evacuation of the 
city and the removal of the governmental 
departments to St. Louis, Missouri. All 
of the executive, judicial, and legislative 
branches of the Government moved, to- 

large 

and unemployed diplomats. 

(Editor’s note: As if the housing short- 
age in St. Louis wasn’t severe enough!) 

Meanwhile, New York and Washington 
were catching hell. 

New York; for instance: “So many sky- 
scrapers had been crowded together on the 
little island of Manhattan, that no amount 
of explosives could level them to the ground. 
There was not sufficient room around any 


building for it to level-out. Red shells 


successively battered down the superstruc- 
tures of the city’s crowded giants, but the 
debris from the upper stories, constantly 
falling downward, brought the level of the 
surrounding streets up to the level of what 
remained standing of the buildings.”’ 

And Washington: “One bomb, believed 
to have been aimed at the White House, 
destroyed the Belasco Theater on Lafayette 
Square.”’ 

Witnessing the onslaught on the Eastern 
Seaboard, cosmopolite Gibbons was inspired 
to write: 

“You remember Harold Stearns over in 
Paris? Remember how he used to say that 
the Mississippi Valley would some day be 
the last stand of the white race?’’ 

The author makes frequent references 
to St. Louis as he peers into his crystal 
ball, but he neglects to inform us how 
life. was in those days when the nation 
carried on west of the Mississippi. As 
in all wars, no doubt things were tough 
Anyway, the U.S.A. won the war in the 

long run, as it has a habit of doing. 

In discussing plans for possible movement 
of the seat of government from Washington, 
Defense Secretary Johnson apparently is 
talking of a limited wartime removal. Au- 
thor Gibbons, on the other hand, says flatly 
that “St. Louisa remained the capital.” And 
he reports that when he returned to Wash- 
ington three years after the ¢onclusion of 
his mythical war, Washington had a popu- 
lation of less than 10,000 because— 

“Without an industrial or commercial 
foundation, it was reduced to the importance 
of a village upon the withdrawal of the 


governmental departments with their hun- 


dreds of thousands of employes.”’

break the deadlock,” this steel company 
president said, “There was no prospect_ 
whatever that Murray and Stephens could 
agree. Bethlehem became the logical ne- 
gotiator because it had a nof-contributory 
pension plan and it was the second largest 
producer.”’ 

The quarreé between Murray and Stephens 
had its roots in their different understand- 
ings of just what they had agreed on in- 
formally in preliminary discussions leading 
to the 1948 contract. Negotiations this year 
were under a reopening clause in a two- 
year contract. Stephens maintained that 
neither the contract itself.nor the pre- 
contract understanding permitted discussion 
of pensions this year—that this subject 
would have to be deferred until next April. 
Murray hotly disputed that interpretation; 
Stephens just as hotly clung to his view. 

From another source—and this was a 
responsible official of the union—the re- 
porter was told that a further reason 
prompting Bethlehem to take the lead was 
that officials of that company, notably its 


vice president in charge of industrial re- 
lations, Joseph M. Larkin, had been giving 
serious consideration to the adequacy of 
the Bethlehem pension plan and whether, 
in the company’s own interest, it ought 
not to make some improvement. 

Facts of what the settlement was are 


ment are difficult to assess. This reporter ‘ 
found, in his inquiry, a disposition on the 
part of steel executives to “‘let sleeping dogs 
lie.’ Their general idea was that they had 
a settlement which had produced peaceful 
relations with the union and they were un- 
willing to say anything for publication that 
might disturb that situation. 


Contrasts Steel Settlement 
With ‘Mohawk Valley Formula.’ 


Murray isn’t so reticent. He took occa- 
sion, in discussing the Bethlehem formula 
with the writer to contrast it with the ““Mo- 
hawk Valley formula” a _ strike-breaking 
technique of the mid-1930s widely publicized 
through investigation by former Senator 
Robert M. La Follette Jr.’s Civil Liberties 
Committee. 

The ‘“‘Mohawk Valley formula’’ called for 
labeling strike leaders as agitators, prefer- 
ably “outside agitators,’ for raising the 
issue of “law and order,” if necessary by 
provoking incidents of violence. It sug- 
gested that where feasible local business 
interests be won to anti-union positions by 
threats to move the struck plant out of town 
and so deprive the community of its payroll. 
Important in the formula was the organi- 
zation of “‘Citizens’ Back to Work Commit- 
tees’’ and the fixing, through them, of a 
date for reopening struck plants. 

“I suppose,” Murray said; “one could 
place the Bethlehem formula and the Mo- 
hawk Valley formula side by side to em- 
phasize by contrast the progress of labor- 
management relations in the last dozen or so 
years. 

“The Bethlehem formula for pensions and 
kocial insurance brings hope and security 
for the worker. The Mohawk Valley for- 
mula was designed to beat down the worker 
and send him back'*to the factory in virtual 
serfdom. 

+ “The Bethlehem formula makes him a 
part of the community because, obviously, 
he gains in money, and, as a self-sustaining 
member of society, what he receives through 
it will be felt in a beneficial way by all seg- 
ments. 

“The Mohawk Valley formula sought to 
turn the community against the worker, to 
turn merchants, civic groups, professional 
men and yes, religious leaders, against an 
honest working man seeking to improve his 
lot through his union. 

“True, the Bethlehem formula evolved 
out of strikes, but the former was predicat- 
ed on a realization that man is a creature 
of God while the latter—the Mohawk Valley 
formula—came into practice from a sadistic 
mind which viewed man as a mere autom- 
aton by the very nature of its devilish 
concept. By the very nature of its human- 
itarian concept, the Bethlehem formula will 
live.”’ 

A major element of the Mohawk Valley 
formula was ite mobilization of public 
Opinion in support of industry rather than 
in support of unions. In large measure 
the CIO Steelworkers have taken over that 
technique and used it for their own pur- 
poses. ’ 

Members of the union take an active 
part in community affairs and as a'matter 
of policy have done that for years. In 
steel towns they are men not without in-

Brotherhood at a Bedside 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In a cynical era, one doesn’t too often. 
find genuine religious and racial co- 
mn, much less encounter mira- 
Corwin S. Ruge, a banker of 
Wright City, believes he has seen both. 
He has a small son, Corwin Jr., bet- 
ter known as Butch. One morning 
Butch complained of being ill. The 
family physician rushed him to St, 
Louis, where his ailment was diagnosed 
as polio. 

Because of the disease, only the City 
Hospital would accept him. Mr. and 
Mrs. Ruge remembered unsavory stories 
of conditions at the old City Hospital. 
It was with deep foreboding that they 
decided to ask for admittance there. 

The infectious ward was in the 
charge of a Jewish doctor and a young 
Negro nurse. The doctor, quick to de- 
tect the apprehension felt by Mr. and 
Mrs. Ruge, sought to allay their fears. 
“Your son is in my charge,” he said, 
“and he will get all the care and at- 
tention that he would if he were my 
own.” The nurse, too. offered assur- 
ances that she. “wouldn’t let anything 
happen to him.” Both promises were 
scrupulously kept. :

On his second day in the hospital the 
boy passed into a coma. The parents 
gave way to their emotions and wept. 

Mr. Ruge asked the doctor if Butch 
had a chance. “I would say,” he said, 
“that only a’ miracle can save him.” 
Whether he intended this to be taken 
literally did not matter. It was so ac- 
cepted by Mr. and Mrs. Ruge, who set 
out to seek spiritual help. 

They did not know a Protestant min- 
ister in St. Louis. A young Catholic 
priest frequently visited in Wright City. 
Mr. Ruge telephoned the priest's broth- 
er. This man said his brother was 
out of the city but volunteered to get. 
in touch with another priest. Within a 
few minutes the lawyer telephoned the 
Ruges to meet the priest at St. Louis 
University. 

The Ruges hurried out to the uni- 
versity. “Will you say a prayer for a 
little Protestant boy who is desperately 
ill?” asked Ruge. He would and he 
did. Kneeling with the Ruges, the 
priest asked divine intercession that 
“this little Protestant boy’s life might 
be spared.” “It was the most appeal- 
ing prayer I ever heard,” says Mr. 
Ruge, “and one I shall nevey forget.”

Next morning the priest said a mass 
for Butch. Several Catholic organiza- 
tions took up the spiritual battle for 
the “little Protestant boy,” and asked 
their members to pray for his recovery. 
Finally a radio station broadcast ap- 
peals for supplications. 

When the Ruges again returned to 
the hospital, they learned that the Jew- 
ish physician had said a prayer for 
Butch and the Negro nurse had prayed 
almost without ceasing. 

Two days passed and the boy had not 
improved. Life seemed to be ebbing 
fast. Mr. and Mrs. Ruge left the hos- 
pital to await what seemed to be the 
inevitable. Early next morning the 
telephone rang. The doctor was on the 
line. “When I entered the ward this 
morning,” he began, “Butch recognized 
me and smiled. His fever is gone.” 

Mr. Ruge exclaimed: “Doctor, this is a 
miracle. My son has been raised from 
the dead by prayer.” 

The Wright City banker never tires 
of relating this story.:. Recently a Jew- 
ish business man was in his office. The 
visitor listened and tears welled in his 
eyes. Then he remarked: “Polio never 
had a chance with that combination.”

Ten White Russians, said to have been Czarists 
who fled Russia because of the Bolsheviks and 
later collaborated with the Nazis in Yugoslavia, 
have just been sentenced on charges of spying 
for Russia against Marshal Tito’s insurrection, 
First for the czar, then for Hitler, now for 
Stalin, or so Tito would have the world believe. 

But this ig more than an exercise-in confu- 
sion. ° Throughout Eastern Europe, Moscow is 


- stepping up its campaign to secure firm control 


of its new, and potentially explosive, satellites. 


The “good,” or Kremlin, Communists .in Czecho- 
slovakia apparently are greasing the skids for 


the “bad,” or Tito Communists there. A Com- 
munist member of the West German parliament 
has been suspended by the party as a “Titoist.” 

The struggle is becoming sharper. Tito’s 
Yugoslav trial, conducted in the best tradition 
of Communist treason trials, was his answer to 
the Politburo. In Bulgaria, Traicho Kostov’s 
flat refusal to follow the script at his treason, 
trial has revealed the real nature of the Krem- 
lin campaign for all the world to see. It may 


_ also prove to have been the first serious road- 


block the Moscow machine has encountered thus 
far in Eastern Europe. 

Kostov, former Communist Deputy Premier of 

Bulgaria, is supposed to have signed a confession 
before his trial, admitting conspiring with agents 
of Great Britain and Yugoslavia against Bul- 
garia. He apparently threw the otherwise calm 
proceedings into an uproar, however, by publicly 
repudiating at least a portion of his “confes- 
sion.” 
- The Cominform has taken pains to make sure 
that the outside world finds out as little as pos- 
sible about what Kostov said, or what actually 
happened. A Bulgarian citizen was covering the 
trial for the Associated Press after its reporter 
had been denied admission, but nothing has been 
heard from the Bulgarian stand-in about the 
Kostov incident. 

The reason is clear. Kostov’s rebellion, if it 
becomes widely known, has made it impossible 
for the Kremlin to sell the world its line that 
all it wants is Communism. Kostov, as the Com- 
munist world knows, is a Communist. He had 
to be eliminated because he couldn’t stomach 


’ Russian expansion. 


Because of his enormous prestige, the only 
way the Moscow-liners could eliminate him with- 
out antagonizing the eastern world was to have 
him plead guilty of treason. Kostov wouldn't 
play. His defiance of the Kremlin has shown 
the world that the Politburo and its eastern 
European stooges in the Cominform are making 
a naked power play to submerge both unadulter- 
ated, idyllic Communism and Balkan national- 
ism, both potent threats to Russian hopes of na- 
tionalist expansion. —syj. 

The Russian bear’s first aim is to grasp East- 
ern Europe firmly in its claws. Kostov’s per- 
sonal insurrection apparently has made that job 
more difficult, and may have slowed the time 
table. Moscow’s goal, learned from Nazi instruc- 
tors, remains, “Today Europe, tomorrow the 
world.”

The Post-Dispatch has received a five-page 
biographical account of Thomas C. Hennings Jr., 
as prepared and circulated by a St. Louis pub- 
lic relations firm. 

This mimeographed sketch recounts favorable 
episodes of Mr. Hennings’ public and private ca- 
reers, which include terms as Assistant Circuit 
Attorney, Circuit Attorney and Representative in 
Congress. It cites, among other things, Mr. 
Hennings’ performance of winning 2340 convic- 
tions out of a total of 2548 cases tried, for a 
record of nearly 92 per cent of successful prose- 
cutions. It notes also that in his congressional 
races, though a Democrat, he “scored increas- 
ingly higher pluralities in a district that had 
been solidly Republican for 22 years.” 

The covering letter from the public relations 
company says that the biography is being sent 
because the Post-Dispatch “will possibly have 
occasion in the next few months to refer to 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr.” Does this mean that 
Mr. Hennings is getting ready to throw his hat 
into the senatorial ring? Not necessarily, but it 
does seem to say that he has had it cleaned and 
blocked and is now thoughtfully fingering the 


hatband.

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Ideas by Bequest 

In September one Californian bequeathed a 
large estate to his daughters, provided they 
would take non-Communist oaths.

Sensationalist Racey Jordan’s suspicion of 
Harry Hopkins has been blown about as high as 
an atomic cloud over Bikini. Anyway, few peo- 
ple could have believed even for a moment 
that Hopkins might have sunk into treason just 
when he was using up for his country the little 
of life left to him. 

There is an old theory that when mud is 
thrown, some of it always clings to its target, no 
matter how unjustifiably. That theory, we have 
a notion, never came closer to being disproved 
than in this instance. It is hard to see how a 
wartime lend-lease baggage-checker in Great 
Falls, Mont., could possibly make a mark on the 
Hopkins reputation—even with a diary.

“Swindle” is indeed a vehement word, and 
one which we would sooner expect a radical than 
a conservative to be using.

A Dissertation on Smoked Ham 
| Aubrey Graves in The Washington Post 


There was an air of foreboding down 
around the pig pen last week as the 
weather dipped into the lower Fahren- 
heits. There comes a time along about now 
when the alleged “mortgage lifters” must 
face up to destiny, do some lifting. 

The golden corn is about to be con- 
verted into golden coin. With pig rations 
more precious than emeralds, and the hog 
market falling, there’s no reason for wait- 
ing. Our melancholy porkers seem to 
sense it. 

The fellow who dubbed them mortgage 
lifters should have been more specific. 
Somehow we got the quaint notion it was 
our mortgage, rather than our feed 
merchant’s mortgage, that was to be re- 
duced! 

Though we’re heads over bank account 
in belted Hampshires, they’ve taught us 
considerable about the joys and vice versa 
of country livin’. New-born pigs are about 
as cunning as anything you'll meet. It’s 
easy to waste a half an hour any time 
watching their capers. They buck and 
scamper like baby lambs and are fully as 
winsome. 


Virtues of the Pig 


We've been waiting, however, for the 
noise abatement squad to appear. Who- 
ever started the rumor that it's quiet on 
the farm? Compared to the bedlam of the 
barrows at feedin’ time, the clatter of lino- 
types at the office is a lullaby. 

Pigs aren’t.by nature filthy, as you may 
have suppesed. With a little co-operation 
from their keepers, they stay reasonably 
clean and are good housekeepers. They 
like to wriggle in the mud, true, but that’s 
because they are thick-skinned animals, or 
pachyderms, just as elephants are. They 
go to the mud because it helps them keep 
cool and removes the extra oil on their 
skins. They'd much prefer to play in nice, 
clean water. And they will not«stuff 
themselves on food the way many other 
animals—and humans—do. 

Last winter we decided to be genu-wine 
farm folk, “git up early in the mornin’, 
way ‘fore day” and butcher our own. That 
way it was to have cost us nothing but 
four-five hours’ sleep and the hired man’s 
5-buck retainer. 

We got the fire cracking under the ket- 
tle,-dug a hole for the scalding barrel, 
loaded up the .22 and headed for the 
grunters. “Aim slightly above and right 
between the eyes,” the Almanac said. 
That’s exactly what we did, and hit the 
shoat in the foreleg. A second volley 


missed the pig and knocked the hinge off 


the gate of the sty. The hired man, more 
than a trifle disgusted, took our rifle away 
and laid the critter low. 


. 
Old Style and New 


Because we heaved the carcass in the 
water too soon we had a rugged time 
scraping off the bristles. While we pon- 
dered this revolting development, our 
“helper” threw hot stones into barrel 
and increased the temperature. 


We.worked most of the day, three of us, 


This year we'll save our ammunition, 
our sacroiliacs and the hired man’s wages. 
Furthermore, we'll have nothing to do with 
this new-fangled process of squirting the 
meat with embalming fluid applied with a 
hypodermic needle. Like pioneers we'll 
do our own sugar curing. 


Up at the Library of Congress there are 
some books that tell you how to do it. 
First rub the cooled hams thoroughly with 
two parts of salt, one part of pepper, a 
dash of sditpeter and two pounds of brown 
sugar. Two, three days later, repeat the 
process, then place the meat, skin side 
down,'in a wooden tub. Cover the whole 
works with water. 


Secret of Ham What Am 


The mixture of salt, pepper, saltpeter, 
sugar and water is known in butchering 
circles as “pickle” or “brine.” After six 
weeks in the brine, take up the meat, 
clean off the salt, hang it up and “smoke” 
it. This is done by burning corn cobs or 
hardwood (either hickory or apple) under 
the meat for 24 hours. Then sew the meat 
in muslin bags and paint them with white- 
wash, adding a little ochre for coloring. 

The curing process is somewhat differ- 
ent for Smithfield ham. These are the 
delicacies which for the past century and 
a half have been raised and cured about 
30 miles out of Norfolk. 

They’re produced from half-wild razor- 
back pigs which range the woods for part 
of the year. Later they are fattened on 
peanuts. The result is a salty, gamy 
flavor highly relished by epicures. 

Smithfield hams are placed in large 
trays and sprinkled with fine Liverpool 
salt and crude saltpeter, using three or 
four pounds to 1000 pounds of ham. They 
are stacked for three days, resalted and 
stacked again for a week or longer. After- 
ward they are washed with tepid water 
and when nearly dry rubbed with finely 
ground black pepper. They’re smoked 
slowly for 30 or 40 days over green red 
oak or hickory, then repeppered and put in 
bags. | 


To Make the Mouth Water 


For cooking hams, a recipe written by 
Mrs. Susannah Carter back in 1802 is still 
a good one to follow: Soak in water over- 
night, clean well before dzessing, put into 
the copper cold and let simmer for two 
hours, allowing a full quarter-hour for 
every pound of ham. Take off the rind, 
sprinkle the meat with bread crumbs and 
put in the oven for a quarter of an hour, 
or crisp it with a hot salamander. 


A variation is to sprinkle with brown 
sugar, black pepper or paprika, stick in 
the oven and baste with sherry or vinegar 
sauce until it turns a rich, golden brown. 


Now, to slice it. Most of us saw ‘away 
from all angles and wind up with assorted 
shapes and sizes but our neighbor, Mrs. 
Elma Brown, is an artist at carving. She 
turns the butt end up, begins two inches 
above the hock, makes the first cut 
straight to the bone and slants the knife 
slightly for each succeeding cut. She uses 
a very sharp knife and keeps the slices 
uniform and very thin. 

Cured, cooked and served this way, 
there’s no better eating under the sun.

Il Messagero and 
Il Giornale D’Italia outdid one 
another in demanding land for the 
landless and immediate imple- 
mentation of long-promised agra- 
rian reforms. 

Unfair Distribution. 


No where in Europe, except 
possibly in Spain, is land as un- 
fairly distributed as in Italy. Too 
few own too muclt and far too 
many own too little or none at all. 

Italy’s 55,000,000 acres of usable 
land is owned by 9,500,000 pro- 
prietors. Of these, 7,500,000 
possess strips of less than five 
acres each. And only 41,000 own- 
ers hold 22,000,000 acres, more 
than a third of all privately-held 
land. 

The heavy concentration of land 
in the hands of a few barons has 
retarded Italian agricultural prog- 
ress for centuries. The barons, 
particularly those of southern 
Italy and Sicily, regions once 
under feudal Spanish domination, 
refused to invest the large capital 
sums needed for mechanization, 
fertilizers, irrigation, drainage and 
other improvements. 

Many southern Italian and Si- 
cilian latifondisti, or big land- 
owners, even now do not live on 
their estates but reside luxurious- 
ly in Naples, Rome or foreign 
capitals. They collect pasturage 
fees and the proceeds from the 
sale of wood cut from their for- 
ests or hay from their meadows 
or wine from their vineyards. 


Buying and Never Selling. 


They seldom visit their proper- 
ties except to do a bit of boar 
and grouse shooting or check up 
on their caretakers. Generation 
after generation they have jeal- 
ously held onto their acres, never 
selling, occasionally buying from 
smaller farmers who could not 
make ends meet and become land- 
less braccianti, farm laborers 

The braccianti do the work on 
the big estates. They tend the 
flocks of all-devouring goats and 
sheep, cut the wood and the hay, 
gather the grapes and press the 
wine. . Their work is seasonal, 
seldom totaling more than 130 


Also, the braccianti are many 
and they compete bitterly for 
work, selling their services for 
less than the legally established 
minimum of 500 lire (about 90 
cents) a day. They cannot even 
afford to buy bread. They live on 


a daily diet of horsebeans, onions | 


and ‘on Sunday) macaroni.

No Emergency. 

One unforseen, aspect of the 
strike was that although a great 
basic industry was shut down for 
a month, and this at a time when 
another great basic industry—coal 
—was shut down, hardly anyone 
could make an effective argument 
that here was a national emer- 
gency—something that would call 
for President Truman to invoke 
the emergency provisions of the 
Taft--Hartley Law and obtain an 
injunction which would send the 
strikers back to work for 80 days. 


There were 500,000 on strike 
in steel; 400,000 in coal. The 
virtually complete shutdown of 
these industries made it im- 


possible for others to work be- 
cause they lacked materials. 
With nearly a million on strike 
in steel and coal, the best esti- 
mate is that nearly another 
million were laid off because 
of those strikes—roundly two 
million away from their jobs 
because of the strikes. 


There were, of course, stock- 
piles of both coal and steel—in- 
ventories sufficient to minimize 
the layoffs of manufacturers who 
must use steel and coal to make 
something else. And yet there 
were roughly two million work- 
ers idle because of the two strikes. 


When that is said it becomes al-

Truman Reluctant. 

This was a happy circumstance

And yet the steel strike was a 
costly work stoppage. It cost per- 
haps a million workers their jobs 
‘for a month or so, even though 
‘they were not on strike. It cost 
.500,000 steelworkers a month’s 
income, something over $200,- 
000,000. It cost the nation some- 
thing more than 6,000,000 tons of 
steel. It reduced production of 
washing machines, automobiles 
and other products which use 
steel by an amount difficult to 
measure. 

Many, if not most of these 
“losses” ultimately will be made 
up. The loss in production is 
largely deferred rather than 
“lost.” The loss in wages, at 
least for the steelworkers, is 
more apparent than real, be- 
cause they gained something 
that, over a period of years,

Industrial Statesmanship. 


What the union gained over the 
Steel Board’s recommendation 
goes back,*probably, to what the 
union regards as Bethlehem’s en- 
lightened industrial statesmanship 
—the conviction of Grace and 
Larkin that if they were going to 
have a pension plan they might 
as wejl have a good one. 


The Truman Steel Board rec- 
ommended that the union should 
not get the 12% cents an hour in 
wages “currently payable” it de- 
manded; that instead of the 11.23 
cents an hour it asked for pen- 
sions it should get 6 cents; and 
instead of the 6.27 cents an hour 
it asked for insurance, it should 
get 4 cents. 


These sums—the “Six and Four 
Formula’”’—were to be paid by the 
steel companies if they accepted 
the board’s recommendation. That 
they were in no sense required 
to do. Neither was the union re- 
quired to accept. But the union 
did; the companies didn’t, and 
the strike resulted. 


Some few companies—smaller 
ones—accepted the “Six and Four 
Formula” and to this day the 
union is bound by those contracts, 
although it would like to renego- 
tiate them and probably will re- 
negotiate a good many. If any 
company holds them to a “Six and 
Four” contract, however, the 
union will respect it—until it ex- 
pires. . 


There arose then a question of 
what the “Six and Four” formula 
would buy—and it turned out it 
wouldn’t buy the pensions the 
union wanted, or the insurance it 
wanted. The union had started 
out talking about pensions of $150 
a month, plus specified insurance 
benefits. The pension figure fi- 
nally got down to $100 a month 
minimum; the insurance benefits 
were curtailed—but “Six and 
Four” wouldn’t buy either of 
them. 


Didn’t Make Sense. 

When the union and manage- 
ment got down to business they 
decided it didn’t make sense to 
talk about so many cents an hour 
—the thing to negotiate about 
was so many dollars of benefits 
on retirement or when the need 
for insurance arose. 

So, in the Bethlehem formula, 
it worked out like this for pen- 
sions: The company is to pay 1 
per cent of the retiring employe’s 
average wage in the last 10 years 
of his employment muitiplied by 
his years of service and to add 
to the figure produced by that 
calculation whatever may be need- 
ed, after addition of Social Se- 
curity benefits, to bring the total 
up to a minimum of $100 a month. 
The union figures the formula, at 
current wage levels, will produce 
an average for its members of 
$110 a month. . 

Another departure from settle- 
ment terms recommended by the 
Fact Finding Board was the un- 
ion’s agreement that its members 
would share the cost of insur- 
ance.

Although the “Bethlehem for- 
mula” set the pattern for the in- 
dustry-wide settlement and is the 
one applicable to the overwhelm- 
ing majority of steelworkers, the 
negotiations took account of spe- 
cial circumstances applying to 
particular companies. 

Mention has been made of 
those steel companies which set- 
tled very early in the controversy 
on the basis of the Fact Finding 
Board’s “Six and Four Formula.” 
In the aggregate this variation 
amounts to little. There are also, 
as in the case of Republic, varia- 
tions from the Bethlehem formu- 
la provision for a five-cent insur- 
ance program financed by equal 
payments on the part of the com- 
pany and the worker. | 

There is still another variation | 
from the Bethlehem formula, and 
it is more important. It has to 
dv with those companies—lInland 
Steel Ccrp. is a major one—- 
which had existing contributory 
pension plans. 

Workers May Choose. 

In such plans employes have a 
“vested interest.” They have paid 
money, for varying periods of 
years, toward the pensions they 
expected on retirement, and the 
settlement had to take account of 
their “vested interest.” Another 
substantial steel company .which 
had such a plan was the Great 
Lakes Steel Corp. There union 
employes elected to withdraw the 
money they had paid in—to take 
their “vested interest” out. now 
in cash, plus interest at 2 per 
cent a year. 

That option is available also to 
union employes of Inland Steel, 
and will be available to them un- 
til they approach retirement. If

'DS. Rural Aid Program in China 
Has Paid Off and 


May Set Patten 


For New Policy for Helping All Asia 


Joint Chinese-American Commission, With 
$5,000,000 to Spendin Year, Has Achieved 
Far - Reaching Benefits for People Despite 


Civil War and Late 


Start.

MERICAN taxpayers during the past year have invested about 
$5,000,000 «in one program in China that has paid off. The 
Chinese and American Joint Commission on Rural Reconstruc- 


tion went largely unnoticed by the outside world while news columns 


emphasized the Communist victories, but this largest present United 
States Government effort in China may prove to be the beginning 


of a new type of policy toward all 


The commission was organized 
on Oct. 1, 1948, to implement a 
clause in the China Aid Act 
passed by Congress the previous 
spring providing that up to ten 
per cent of the $275,000,000 ECA 
allocation for China could be 
used for rural reconstruction. The 
effort did not come soon enough 
and it was neither big enough 
nor dynamic enough to offset the 
power of the Communist-led re- 
volution, but this attempt by 
American and Chinese agricul- 
tural scientists, engineers and 
other specialists to improve the 
livelihood of ordinary Chinese by 
applying modern knowledge to 
their problems did pile up some 
substantial achievements to its 
credit. 

Summary of Accomplishments. 

These may be listed briefly as 
follows: 

1. A considerable contribu- 
tion to the welfare of the 80,- 
000,000 persons in the three 
provinces where the JCRR has 
concentrated its efforts—Szech- 
uan, Kwangsi and the island of 
Formosa. 

2.. More fundamental good 
will toward the United States 
in these areas than produced by 
any other American aid effort 
in China since V-J day. 

3. Some valuable lessons for 
the United States on how it can 
contribute toward the _ social, 
economic and political health of 
the underdeveloped peoples of 
Asia—at a relatively low cost. 

The JCRR is a new develop- 
ment in Chinese-American co-op- 
eration. Two of the five commis- 

sioners who run it are American 
—Dr. Raymond Moyer, former 
head of the Far Eastern desk of 
the Department of Agriculture, 
and Dr. John Earl. Baker, onetime 
director of China International 
Famine Relief. The Chinese chair- 
man, Dr. Chiang Mon-lin, was for 
26 years chancellor of Peiping 
National University. The two Chi- 
nese commissioners are Dr. James 
Y. C. Yen, who founded the Mass 
Education Movement, and Dr. 
Shen Tsung-han, one of China’s 
foremost agriculture scientists. 

Plan Avoids Resentments. 

This pattern of joint Chinese 
and American leadership is re- 
peated throughout the organiza-

set out to find these men and 
women and give them a chance. 
The results to date suggest 
there is an enormous reservoir 
of creative talent in China, and 
elsewhere in Asia, that, if put 
to work, could itself be revelu- — 


tionary in the best sense of the 
word. 


Civil war forced the JCRR to 
evacuate Canton and divide its 
work among three regional head- 
quarters in Formosa, Szechuan 
and Kwangsi provinces. Congres- 
sional limitations required JCRR 
to support dnly projects that 
could be completed before the 
China Aid Act expires on Feb. 15, 
1950, and to suspend payments 
when the Communists threatened 
to take over. 


In spite of these handicaps and 
the chaos brought on by civil war, 
this positive effort of the United 
States has had a real effect. 

As one Chinese engineer re- 
marked to me: “If we had 
started this program four years 
ago the history of China might 
have been different.” 


A Chinese agricultural scien- 
tist who was trained in Iowa ex- 
plains it this way: “If you 
Americans only preach a paliti- 
cal gospel, that is no use. But 
if you give the ordinary people 
a chance to help themselves, 
they respond.” 

If the lessons of the Communist 
victories in China are to be ap- 
plied, it is apparent that the mass 
of ordinary people must have a 
greater stake in the economic and 
social affairs of their respective 
countries. In Asia most ordinary 
citizens are farmers. Without 
their support any government op- 
erates in a vacuum. : 


Unless the United States is pre- 
pared to abandon hopes of influ- 
encing developments in this part 
of the world, experts feel that 
its efforts can most effectively be 
directed toward “helping these 
farmers fill their rice bowls.” 


First Cost Little. 


In working toward that objec-

HERE is no lack of books 
being published in the field 
of foreign affairs these days, 
and a good thing, too.

The best in the collection are 
the literary pieces. Four pages 
about Francis Bacon, “‘that dark 
angel of English prose,”’ are very 
fine, By chance they were writ- 
ten on a desk covered by a sheet 
of glass, an especially appropri- 
ate beginning. The master es- 
sayist is “like iced vermouth,”’ 
says Morley, “lucid and orderly 
as a telephone bdok.” In at least 
this effort Morley, too, is lucid 
and orderly. 

Those who have read Chris 
Morley for years will find much 
to suggest “The Bowling Green” 
in the New York ‘‘Evening Post”’ 
of many years ago. The essayist 
is older, but his style remains 
much the same.

M ERRILL MOORE, a physi- 


cian in Boston, is a clinical © 3 

study in the sonnet form, | 
A quarter of a century ago he = 
was a student in Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity in Nashville, Tenn., and a 
member of the Fugitives group 
there, which many people con- 
sidered the most vital source of 
new poetry in America at the 
time. Two of its members sub- 
sequently went off on strange 
literary tangents, Allen Tate de- 
voted his poetic life to obscur- 
antism, which he had carried 
tagher far in his undergraduate 
days. And Merrill Moore be- 
came an item for the psycholo- 
gist in the compulsive writing of 
the sonnet. 


Moore was a young man of 
evident poetic talent, and there 
still gleams through such a con- 
glomeration of banality as “‘Clin- 
ical Sonnets” the golden evi- 
dence of a fine and personal 
poetry:

FTER tens of thousands of 

sonnets since, Moore has 

one what anyone might be 
expected to do.

In the present 
pook—of those that have 14 lines 
some are more nearly blank 
verse than anything else, being 
unrhymed except for a casual 
rhyme stuck in once or twice, 
Metrically he strains the form to 
the breaking point, and some- 
times his rhythmic intention can 
be maintained only by the read- 
er’s utmost collusion.

Words and Pictures Show Wide Range of Craftsmanship 


HE seeker of a book for a 
Tene this Christmas can pro- 
ceed with some confidence 


that the new juvenile books, with* 


few exceptions, range from com- 
petent craftsmanship to _ real 
literary excellence. Some of them 
even have something to say to 
adults, which is a happy thing 
since the stories little kids like 
best are so often beyond their 
powers to read for themselves. 

A superior child’s book must 
attain excellence in pictures and 
words alike. This has been ac- 
complished in unusual degree in 
“The Big World and the Little 
House,” by Ruth Krauss and 
Mare Simont. (The author is 
named first and the illustrator 
second throughout this discus- 
sion.) 

“The Big World” defies ac- 
curate capsule description, but its 
theme is the loneliness of man- 
kind in a vast and none too 
friendly natural environment, 
and how, with work, good will 
and good humor and mutual re- 
spect, the human family can 
make the world a pleasant place 
indeed. It has the effect of a 
moving poem in words and pic- 
tures on a lofty theme. This 
makes the book. sound formi- 
dable, but it isn’t. Rather, it is 
a book that has a growing rich- 
ness of meaning for the child. 
(Schuman, $2). 

Well-turned fairy stories are 
always good at a certain stage in 
a child’s development. In “Tales 
of the Magic Mirror,” by Karl 
H. Bratton and Jack Thurston 
(Caxton, $3), a poor woodcutter 
came in possession of a talisman 
that enabled him to free be- 
witched people and help others 
in distress. Mr. Bratton handles 
his stage-full of haunted woods 
and castles, knights and prin- 
cesses, witches and dwarfs and 
dragons as one to the manner 
born. 


Probably the most novel juve- 
nile book this season is “Mickey 
Marcus” (Bloch, $1.50). The 
whole work — illustrations, text 
and hand-lettering of the’ text— 
were carried out by an English 
class in a New York high school. 
Aiming the lesson at younger 
children, these adolescent authors 
have done a biography of Col.

NE of the nicest customs 
0 which we have taken over 

from Europe along with 
the Christmas tree is the bak- 
ing of cookies at Christmas 
time. Certainly there can be 
but few, dull imaginations 
and insensitive noses that .do 
not respond properly to the 
spicy odors that waft from 
the kitchen at this time of 
year. 

Mrs. Pasley’s childhood is 
crammed with memories of 
cookie baking for the holi- 
days. Her early training and 
many of the recipes included 
in the book came from a 
grandmother who hailed from 
the Moselle valley and for 
whom lebkuchen, springerle, 
and pfeffernuesse were seas- 
onal musts. She has made 
this book a kind of catechism. 
for the cookie baker and has 
adapted many of the Old World 
recipes which called for eggs 
by the dozen, pounds of but- 
ter and long and tedious stir- 
ring, to more modern propor- 
tions.

Following 
his guidance, she went back with 
a skilled photographer last 
March and stayed through sum- 
mer, Six times she had audiences 
with the Pope and the last time 
a color portrait was taken. 

Both pictures and text range 
widely. The color.” frontispiece 
shows the Pope celebrating a 
mass in St. Peter’s. Mixed in 
among such solemn scenes are 
amusing ones like the priest- 
Vatican auto mechanic peering 
under the hood of a balky car— 
with license plates marked by, the 
cross of Malta. One view shows 
what the book calls the Vati-' 
can’s own “iron curtain’’ — a 
great gate which closes in a 
stone wall at the point where 
freight trains enter the golf 
course-sized autonomous state. 

These pictures make an excel- 
lent record of papal scenes and 
personalities such as this re- 
viewer saw when he visited the 
Vatican City daily during the 
week in which the late Cardinal 
Glennon of St. Louis received his 
red hat three years ago.

WOMAN naturally is inter- 
A ested in the role of women, 

so Mrs. Carnahan reports 
that of the 1000-odd citizens in 
the ‘Vatican, only a few more 
than 100 are of the feminine sex. 
They include nuns who weave 
tapestries and the sisters who 
cook and perform other .house- 
hold duties. 

Though she writes with deep 
veneration of the Pope and the 
scenes around him, Mrs. Carna- 
han does not avoid the mundane. 
She points out, for example, that 
once in recent history, the Vati- 
can was financially embarrassed. 
That was in 1914 when, on the 
death of Benedict XV, “there 
was not sufficient money in the 
treasury to finance the conclave 
and pay the expenses of the car- 
dinals called to elect a Pope.” 
The problem was met by the 
Cardinal Secretary of State who 
“borrowed the money from a 
bank.”’ 

The author is particularly fond 
of Cardinal Mercati, prefect of 
the Vatican libraries, frequently 
called “‘the world’s greatest book- 
worm.” She enjoyed his piquant 
humor, which revealed a per- 
sonage much less formal than his 
beard suggested. Another Vati- 
ean figure singlec out for spe- 
cial mention is Count Giuseppe 
dalle Torre, editor of L’Osserva- 
tore Romano. Mrs. Carnahan de- 
scribes the Vatican’s daily ‘‘as in- 
formative and objective in world 
reportage of news events as the, 
Christian Science Monitor.” 

The book bears the imprimatur 
of Cardinal Spellman which is 
defined as a official declaration 
that the book “is free of doc- 
trinal or moral error.”

IX beautifully bound books, 
7 all lavish in illustration, 
large of print and known as 
classics of their kind, have been 


‘ reissued especially for the Christ- 


mas season by Heritage Press. 
Three, the works of Hans Chris- 
tian Andersen ($10), have been 
boxed together. Boxed sepa- 
rately are “The Seven Voyages 
of Sindbad the Sailor’ ($3.75), 
from the “Atabian Nights’; “A 
History of the Conquest of Mex- 
ico,” ($5), by William Hickling 
Prescott; “The Brothers Kara- 
mazov”’ ($5), by Feodor Dos- 
toevski. Appearance, reputa- 
tion and readability make them 
admirably suitable as Christmas 
gifts. 

The famous adventures of that 
seagoing Munchausen, Sindbad 
the Sailor, are embellished both 
with color and with line draw- 
ings by Edward A. Wilson, one 
of the best-known contemporary 
illustrators. The introduction is 
by C. S. Forester, creator of an- 
other redoubtable sailorman— 
Horatio Hornblower. Between 
Wilson and Forester, old Sindbad 
is given a graphic immortality. 
As Forester writes in his ration- 
alizing of Sindbad’s adventures: 
“It is the stories themselves 
which should claim our whole at- 
tention—the constant flow of in- 
cident, the charm of the narra- 
tive, and the artless pictures 
which they draw of a younger 


world.” 
P manticist, is mildly chided in 

the introduction to “A His- 
tory of the Conquest of Mexico,”’ 
for seeing Cortes as “‘the embodi- 
ment of the age of chivalry.” 
Cortes, of course, is the hero of 
the tale, but, as Harry Block 
writes in the introduction, Cortes 
“was cynical, false, avaricious, 
hypocritical, ruthlessly cruel, 
and, when occasion required, 
downright dishonest. In short, 
he was a great man, with all the 
complexities and defects as well 
as the virtues of those who leave 
a permanent imprint on history. 
To reduce him to the level of the 
simple-minded wandering brawl- 
ers whom the Middle Ages knew 
as ‘knights-errant’ is hardly com- 
plimentary; moreover, it is 
anachronistic.” 

But as Prescott wrote: ‘There 
is probably nd instance in history 
where so Vast an enterprise has 
been achieved by means appar- 
ently so inadequate.” Prescott 
told that story and told it well.

The present edition is com- 
pressed but it is ideal for those 
who, as Block says, “want a good 
story capitally told.” , The notes, 
the critical appreciations of Ptes- 
cott’s sources and the Appendix 
on origins of the Mexican civill- 
gation have been dropped. . Those 
who admire the work of Miguel 
Covarrubias probably will buy 
the book for his bizarre water 
colors alone. 


The first complete collection 
of Hans Christian Andersen’s 
works, compiled by Jean Hers- 
holt, is made up of “Fairy 
Tales,’’ “Longer Stories’ and 
“Shorter Tales.” Romanticism 
and loneliness, and the search for 
truth and beauty are conspicuous 
in all the tales but those that are 
for ehildren are by far the best. 
As the Afterword says: “The 
surprising element the reader 
will encounter is the obviously 
adult appeal many of the stories 
possess. That Andersen is noted 
for his stories for adults as well 
as his children’s tales is a fact 
that appears to have escaped 
most students. of literature in 


America.” 

C memories aren’t too short, 
will enjoy all the old favor- 

ites—‘The Tinder Box,” “Little 

Claus and Big Claus,” “The Em-

This edition of “‘The Brothers 
Karamazov” should be interest- 
ing not only to those familiar 
with this monumental work but 
to many persons whose steady 
literary diet is the modern crime 
novel. Fritz Eichenberg’s power- 
fully done wood engravings have 
caught the emotional ambiva- 
lence of the characters, the dra- 
matic psychology behind the ac- 
tion, and the complexity -of the 
problems clustered about religion 
and morality. 

Incidentally, Eichenberg’s en- 
gravings drew much attention at 
a recent exhibition of his work 
in the New, York Public Library.

The food 
on their plates had become 
cold as one talked earnest- 
ly and sometimes incoher- 
ently, the other listening 
with understanding and 
sympathy. The speaker, 
Mary B., in her early. 30s, 
clenched her napkin ner- 
vously. Her dark eyes were 
red and puffed from con- 
stant weeping. She was al- 
ternately angry and worried 
as the words poured forth: 
“T found this lipstick on 
his handkerchief. . . . And 
— I asked a mont it 
e blurted out something 
about a girl in his office 
. - « that he didn’t love me 
anymore ... that I didn’t 
look as pretty as I used to.

care Of a house and three 
children. . . . Oh, it was 
just awful.. . . after almost

The other woman, Louise 
J., also in her early 30s, 
shook her head. With firm 
conviction, she said: 

“No, divorce isn’t the an- 
swer. Please believe me, 
you'll just make it more 
miserable. You can win him 
back—that is, if you still 
love him. Do you?” 

Mary hesitated for a mo- 
ment and then nodded. 

“And do you think he 


still loves you?” inquired — 


Louise. Again a moment’s 
hesitation and then a con- 
fident nod. 

“Well, that’s fine,” smiled 
Louise. “Please believe me 
when I say a divorcee’s 
life is one of loneliness. 
Just emptiness. Now then, 
you take some suggestions 
from someone who knows 
and you'll be all right. Let’s 
get out of here now.” 
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They paid their checks 
and left the _ restaurant. 
Their first stop was a near- 
by beauty parlor. There, 
while Louise made sugges- 
tions, the operators went to 
work on Mary. Two hours 
later they were in Mary’s 
home, rummaging through 


a clothes closet. By evye-. 


ning Mary was a new wom- 
an, prepared to make a spir- 
ited fight for her husband’s 
love, thanks to Louise’s sug- 
gestions and to the wise 
counsel about the impor- 
tance of holding a marriage 
together, and to the dreary 
picture She had painted of 
a divorcee’s life. 

The next day Mary tele- 
phoned Louise to report, “I 
think everything is going to 
be all right. He was quite 
interested in me last night. 
Can you come out to talk to 
us tonight?” — 

Louise could; not only

that night but every night 
for a week. She talked to 
Mary and her husband for 
hours. The husband con- 
fessed his ardor had cooled 
because of his wife’s care- 
less appearance. Two weeks 
later Mary telephoned 
Louise to report love was on 
the right track again in her 
household, the other woman 
and separation a dead issue. 

The. story of Mary’s 
plight and the help provided 
by Louise is a familiar one 
to many women who have 
either sought help from or 
given help to friends under 
similar circumstances. But 
what makes the recital of 
Mary’s and Louise’s story 
particularly significant is 
that they were not friends. 
Neither knew of the other’s 
existence until they were in- 
troduced a half hour before 
the luncheon in the office 
of Samuel Starr, Chicago di- 
vorce lawyer to whom Mary 
had come in search of a 
divorce.

take they did, to salvaging 
marriages» before they hit 
the rocks and the divorce 
courts.

In less time perhaps than 
it takes to get a divorce in 
Reno, this novel group has 
grown from a hazy idea into 
a full-grown organization, 
preparing’ to elect officers, 
rent office space, buy sta- 
tionery, etc. From a mem- 
bership of a half-dozen 
women, the D.A.’s, as they 
like to call themselves, now 
boast of almost 100 volun- 
teers, all eager to spend as 
many hours as needed to 
save other women from the 
loneliness and emptiness of 
a divorcee’s life. 

Together, they are per- 
sonally familiar with most 
of the problems besetting 


unhappy couples, and are 
willing to impart this 
knowledge freely if it will 
help cut down the divorce 
rate. 

It is little wonder then 
that Mary, when told by 
Starr of the organization 
and the willingness of a 
woman who was divorced 
for the same reason that 
was confronting her at the 
moment and who was eager 
to help her, accepted the 
offer of help. 

x « * 

The D.A.s are patterned 
to some extent after Alco- 
holics Anonymous, with the 
identity of the members a 
secret. They operate with 
the same zealousness and 
energy as the A.A:s and to- 
day credit themselves with 
saving the marriages of 33 
of the 39 couples members 


‘have talked to since Starr 


launched the organization. 
Starr, happily married for 
14 years, father of two girls 


and a boy, tells how he’ 


started this unique non- 
profit organization. 

“T have been spending on 
the average of two hours a 
day trying to reconcile cou- 
ples whe come into my of- 
fice seeking a divorce,” says 
Starr, “It doesn’t take you 
too long to come to the con- 
clusion that the people in- 
volved, particularly the 
women, regret the divorce 
action after it’s too late. Ask 
any of the girls in the 
D.A’s. and they all will tell 
you they wished they had 
thought about it longer be- 
fore they filed. 

oO 
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“Anyway, I always try to 
do my best to straighten out 
the couples if I can, without 
going into court. Well, one 
day I had a couple in my 
office I had been trying to 
reconcile for two weeks. 
They were pretty mad at 
each other. I got tired of 
hearing them wrangle so I 
stepped into the outer of- 
fice for a minute. There sat 
a former client of mine, a 
divorcee whose problem had 
been about the same as the 
one bothering the couple 
inside. On an impulse I 
asked her to go inside and 
see the couple. She agreed 
and spent an hour With 
them. Then the three of 
them walked out together. 
The next thing I knew I got 
a postcard from the hus- 
band from Niagara Falls, 
reading, ‘Having wonderful 
second honeymoon, thanks 
to you.’” 

Starr thought about the 
incident for a few days and 
hit upon the idea of Di- 
vorcees Anonymous, which 
would, in part, relieve him 
of the reconciliation burden 
he was carrying in addi- 
tion to his practice and at 
the same time prove an ef- 
fective weapon in saving 
marriages. He telephoned a 
half dozen former clients 
and they were enthusiastic. 
Today Starr confesses he 
was a bit apprehensive at 
first, thinking it would be 
regarded as a silly and fool- 
ish notion and might not be 
receptive to angry women 
intent on divorces. 


He has discovered his 
fears were groundless.

STATIONWAGON of Outer 

Suburbia go dancing every 
Wednesday night, in spite of the 
fact that Mrs. Stationwagon 
hasn’t been able to drag her 
husband, a paunchy party push- 
ing 50, out of his chair at‘a night 
club for more than one unwilling, 
dispirited businessman’s bounce 
for the past 15 years. Often they 
find themselves in company with 
John and Janey Jeep, a young 
couple from Inflated Acres, who 


have quieted down after a hectic 
wartime courtship which began at 
a USO jitterbug jamboree, and 
with them, numerous other dan- 
cers from wolfish teenagers to 
foxy grandpas. 

All of them are dancing, not 
the newest South-of-the-border 
challenge to the sacroiliac, but 
that traditional American pattern, 
the square dance. Couples who 
have never done anything more 
strenuous than redouble seven 
Spades are going through strenu- 
ous workouts which begin, “Y'all 
jump up and never come down,” 
and end, “You know where and 
I don’t care, take that gal to an 
easy chair.” Fashionable folks 


who, a few years ago, would 
have connected a “hoe down” 
with the gardener’s activities, can 
tell you how to “sashay,” “al- 
lemand,” and “seesaw that pretty 
little taw.” 

Just how many St. Louisans 
have taken up square dancing is 
difficult to estimate. Last month 
the bulletin issued by the Greater 
St. Louis Folk and Square Dance 
Federation listed 123 public 
dances here, and J. R. Scott, 
president of the 1400 Federation 
members, estimates that 3000 at- 
tended those dances. But that is 
only the beginning, for in addi- 
tion, there are innumerable pri- 
vate gatherings from country 
clubs to basement rathskellers, 
as well as non-federated groups 
such as the 500 who attend ses- 
sions twice weekly at the Girls’ 
Club of Christ Church Cathedral. 


“It’s hard to realize,” says Dr. 
William S. Hollycross, Federation 
vice president, “that a few years 
ago we couldn’t get together two 
squares of eight people each.” 
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a dentist by day, now finds he 

spends every night and Sunday 
afternoon calling and _ teaching. 
Square dance lovers, in his opin- 
ion, are “fine folksy people who 
like to mix,” and there’s nothing 
he welcomes more than a chance 
to spread the high ideals of his 
hobby. 

“We like to cerrect the idea 
that there’s anything cheap or 
‘corny’ about square dancing,” ‘he 
says. “A lot of people used to 
associate it with hillbilly songs, 
yodeling, and the letter edged in 
black.

Tiny, wiry Mrs. Dunbar has 
taken fqur Shaw courses to date 
and taught most of the experts 
in town, but she still favors the 
rank beginner who doesn’t know 
a grand right and left from a 
do-si-do. 

“Square dancing should be kept 
simple,” she believes, “so people 
can enjoy it without taking 50 
lessons.

I’ve even seen callers 
start complicated routines and 
look happy when the dancers 
can’t do them.: Those people are 
missing the point. When people 
start showing off they’ve lost the 
real fun.” 
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EGINNERS are the ones who 
B have the most fun anyway, 

any square dancer can tell you. 
Bouncing, breathless, triumphant 
at ending up right, the beginner 
gives himself away by the happy 
expression on his face. Advanced 
dancers don’t bounce (they glide 
“as if on casters or wheels,” says 
Shaw, the master) with looks of 
grim and tense determination on 
their faces. 

“I remember the first time we 
went square dancing,” says Ma- 
bel Knobloch, half of the veteran 
calling team of Mr. and Mrs. 
George Knobloch of Webster 
Groves. “They pushed us here and 
pushed us there but we’ve never 
had more fun.” 

They enjoyed it so much that 
when a community crafts, games 
and dancing project started in 
Webster Groves to replace war- 
time-curtailed entertainment, they 
entered it. When the war ended, 
the group disbanded but the 
Knoblochs petitioned one of the 
schools for the use of its gym- 
nasium to continue square danc- 
ing. Last year at the annual folk 
festival held at the Armory, Mrs. 
Knobloch was one of the callers. 

“IT felt just like Hitler,” she 
laughs, “giving orders like, ‘For- 
ward six and fall back eight,’ and 
having all those hundreds of peo- 
ple do just what I said.” 

Another husband-wife team are 
Richard and Clara McFarland, of 
Shrewsbury, who act as caller and 
pianist for county dances nightly. 
Mrs. McFarland was accompanist 
for the Christ Church group for 
many years and her husband be- 
came interested while standing 
around waiting for her. 

“One. night a group of dancers 
asked him to join in,” Mrs. Mc- 
Farland says. “That first night he 
didn’t know if he was afoot or on 
horseback but in a few weeks he 
was an expert.” 

The McFarlands believe the 
best way to teach beginners is to 
mix them in with experts. They 
favor “live music” to records used 
by many callers, and less elab- 
orate costumes.

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OSTUMES are optional at 
square dances, though many 
groups have whole series of 
matched garb and lightweight 
clothing is a necessity.

Without moving a muscle I watch Drake, the water 
spaniel, sitting motionless besides Charlie.

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@ iT DIDNT TURN OUT quite that way. Somewhere be- 
hind us on dry land, young Brandy, the gigantic Chesapeake 


pup, had been drowsing away the morning. Ducks meant - 


nothing to her; at least, until the guns went off and there 
was game down in the rushes of the marsh. Why she picked 
this moment to wake up, I'll never know. But she did. We 
were just pushing the safeties off when she came lolloping 
out, put two huge and friendly paws“up on my back and 
knocked me flat on my face in six inches of icy, muddy swamp 
water, Thirty mallards, not quite in gun range, turned on 
their jet turbines and towered out of that timber hole like

Whenever you gamble, although a single bet is only slightly against 


you hope and probably expect to 
win, set aside, in advance the 
amount that you are willing to 
lose. Stick to this amount. 
“How can man die better,” 
asked the Roman hero Horatius, 
It 
may be a good way to die, but I 
can’t think of a worse way to 
gamble. Anybody who fights the, 
odds is throwing his money away. 
The trouble is that most people 
don't know when the odds are 
fearful. The average man doesn’t 
think he’s getting a raw deal 
when he is offered slightly less 
than, the correct odds; but if he 
makes a few bets, the adds 
against him begin to mount up. 
After a very short time the odds 
are a hundred to one that our 
average man will wind up a loser. 
Let’s take an exaggerated case 
to show the principle. Suppose 
the odds are 2 to 1 against you 
on a particular bet. Your chance 
to win is .333. If you make the 
same bet twice, your chance to 
win both bets is only .111. In 


you, it mounts up terrifically as eS 


you make more and more bets. 
ee 


HERE’S another sad feature 
T about betting against the odds. 

When you've made a large 
number of bets, there’s not much 
chance that you'll win anything at 
all—but there’s even a smaller 
chance that you'll win anything to 
talk about. 

In the table on racing gambling 
which accompanies this article 
you'll notice that the charice of 
winning 10 units is always much 
smaller than the chance of win- 
ning one unit. (The unit is a 
chip, or a dollar, or whatever 
amount you normally stake on 
each bet.) 

The chance of winning 20 or 
more units usually is so small 
that it doesn’t pay to consider it 
at all. 

For example, at the racetrack, 
the pari-mutue] “take” for the 
track and the state is about 15 
per cent (this corresponds to the 
gambling house “edge”). Suppose 
you make about 100 bets per year. 
Look at the table with this article 
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and follow the figures for 100 
bets 


You discover that- you have 
roughly a 5 per cent chance to 
win anything at all and that the 
odds are about 125 to 1 that you 
won't win 10 units as a result of 
all your bets, 


If you think that’s bad, look at 
your chance to win 20 units, only 
.0003, which means that the odds 
are more than 3000 to 1 against 
you! 

I’m not trying to discourage 
you from gambling. I am merely 
pointing out that there is an ex- 
tremely high probability that you 
will lose. 

From’ the common-sense point 
of view, the only argument for 
horse racing is that it gives 
large numbers of people a chance 
to gamble in the open air. 

This may (or may not) improve 
the breed of human beings; it 
does not improve the breed of 
horses.

ARY WOODARD LASKER, ont of New York's reigning 
beauties and wife of the retired millionaire advertising execu- 
tive, Albert D. Lasker, has been called a woman of a thousand 
interests. In a,suite of offices high up in New York's Chrysler 
Building, Mary Lasker spends many hours each day working along- 
side her philanthropist husband on the big job they have cut out 
for themselves of putting the’ Lasker millions to work in the in- 
terest of better general national health, improved medical care for 
the people of the United States, and the stimulation of research into 


new treatments and cures for diseases. 


Although it is little known, 
Mary and Albert Lasker had an 
important hand in the develop- 
ment of the American Cancer So- 
ciety. They were behind the cam- 
paign that resulted in the passing 
of the National Heart Institute 
bill. They have supported research 
programs of the men responsible 
for the discoveries of streptomycin 
and the use of dicumarol. And 
each year through the Albert and 
Mary Lasker Awards of the Lask- 
er Foundation they honor and en- 


courage those who have made out- 
standing contributions to scientif- 
ic and medical research related to 
diseases which are the most fre- 
quent causes of death and disabil- 
ity and those who have given dis- 
tinguished services in the field of 
public health.

HAVE been interested in the 

whole field of medical care 

and particularly in the in- 
vestigation of new treatments and 
cures for the major diseases ever 
since I was 18 years old as a stu- 
dent at the University of Wiscon- 
sin,” Mrs. Lasker explained.

for $10 a week. Within five years 
he was the owner of the firm and 
soon became the consultant of 
presidents, bankers, senators, 
ministers, mayors and sportsmen, 
He was once half owner of the 
Chicago Cubs and-in 1920 after 
the great Black Sox scandal was 
largely responsible for reorganiz- 
ing the baseball industry and 
evolving the plan under which 
Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis 
was appointed Baseball Commis- 
sioner. 

Mary Lasker describes her hus- 
band and herself as “gregarious 
people.” 

“We go out a lot and we en- 
tertain a lot in connection with 
things that interest us,” she says. 
She runs her big house in Beek- 
man place, one of the showplaces 
of New York, with a deft left 
hand, which leaves her free to de- 
vote most of her day to work with 
committees, put pressure in the 
right place to secure passage of 


such health legislation -in which 
the Laskers are interested, and 
generally talk other people of 
wealth out of their money in the 
name of such worthy causes as 
the American Heart Association, 
the Cancer society and others. 

Although her education did not 
even touch the fringes of medi- 
cine, Mrs. Lasker loves to talk 
with doctors and scientists. 


“You don’t need a formal edu- 
cation in a subject in which you 
are interested,” she says. And 
Mary Lasker is herself proof of 
that statement. She has at her fin- 
ger tips the facts and figures on 
many developments on the fron- 
tiers of medical knowledge.

TITLE of “Music in the 
Nation” by B. H. Haggin (Sloane) 
refers to the weekly magazine of 
opinion and not our country. The 
book is a compilation of pieces, 
written during the last twenty 
years, devoted entirely to the 
musical life of New York. In and 
around Manhattan Mr. Haggin is 
celebrated chiefly for the undis- 
guised bluntness of his opihions. 
His truculent frankness is quite 
apparent in everything he writes, 
including the material salvaged 
for this collection but he also has 
much to say about music which 
is well worth hearing. 

“A critic’s verdict on this or 
that performance is . negligible” 
he writes. “What cannot be ig- 
nored is the general ideas on 
violin playing or conducting or 
Operatic performances that he 
puts into the heads of his read- 
ers in’ the eee of giving his 
verdict on Heifetz or Barbirolli 
or-the Metropolitan Orfeo. For 
these idéas ee up to become the 

inderstanding of music, 

basis of their own judgment 
and attitudes; and it is therefore 
in the power of the critic to edu- 
cate his —— ag aw" them.” 


THE FOREGOING DESCRIBES 
concisely the critic's function and 
main excuse for being. Mr. Hag- 
e, unfortunately, does not al- 

ays follow his own prescription. 
In passing judgment on the works 
of Bartok, Hindemith and other 
contemporary composing he 1s 
likely to say: “I’m not interested” 
or “It means nothing to me” and 
let it go at that. Surely these 
composers deserve more than a 
shrug. Certainly his readers have 
a right to know the reasons for 
his sweeping condemnation. 

Haggin’s stubborn refusal to be 
influenced by popular opinion and 
glamorous reputations is wholly 
admirable. “I’m not employed to 
genuflect before celebrities” he 
says. Bravo! And an extra cheer 
for pointing out that Heifetz’ mas- 
tery of the violin is not the same 
as mastering Mozart. Haggin’s un- 
modified praise of Toscanini, how- 
ever, implies that nothing deroga- 
tory can be said. Is that true? 
Does Toscanini have reliable taste, 
for instance? If so why does he 
waste his time on trash such as 
“The Grand Canyon Suite” and 
the Skater’s Waltz?” 

Readers of Mr. Haggin are not 
likely to be charmed by his style; 
but they should be impressed by 
his honesty, his clear statement of 
musical facts and his economy of 
means in analyzing the special

n Dec. 21 Stalin Will Receive Tribute From} versi 


: Reds All Over World—To Them He Is 
| ‘Master of Working Millions.’

-}NEW YORK, Dec. 10 (AP)— 
Stalin, most powerful dic- 

poser iefanserlbogs reaches 


. on Dec. 21 the three-score years |! 


‘and tep alloted to mortal men by 
the Bible he rejects. 

- At 70 he has become the symbol 
of a cult, fanatically worshiped 
by the world’s Communists as a 
leader who can do no wrong. By 
these Communists, in lands they 
control through his power, Stalin 
will be hailed as ‘wise leader and 
greatest master of the working 

illions,” the “shining star” of 

e world, the “glorious leader of 
the Soviet people and the world 
peace camp.’ 

-A Niagara of gifts and tributes 
will descend on the Kremlin from 
the satellite countries and from 
Communists of the non-satellite 
world. Russia itself, hermetically 
sealed from the outside world for 
a quarter of a century, has gen- 
erations that will hail him, 
savior, protector and the o 
ruler they ever knew. 

Plodded te Top. 

Generalissimo Joseph Stalin, 
Premier of the U.S.S.R. and Sec- 
retary General of the All-Union 
Communist Party (Bolshevik) was 
a‘ descendant of serfs. He plodded, 
gchemed and clawed his way to 
.a reign beside which the power 
of storied autocrats paled into 
insignificance. 

His greatest assets were a 
charmed life and a superhuman 
‘capacity for work. His was a life 
of never-ending intrigue and fan- 
tastic paradoxes, and it has had 


as much effect upon world history | run 


‘as any life in modern civilization. 
Beside him, Adolph Hitler was an 
amateur at territorial expansion. 

Stalin was born Joseph Vissar- 
jonovitch Djugashvili at Gori,/q 
ar Dec, 21, 1879. His father, 
: on Ivanovitch Djugash- 
vili, was an unsuccessful shoe- 
maker. His mother, Ekaterina 
Georgievna, was the daughter ‘of 
‘a serf. When Joseph—whom she 
tenderly called “Little Soso”’— 
-came into the world, his mother 
dedicated him to God. When his 
‘father died, she slaved to send 
him to a seminary from which he 
fled as a youth because of what 
he called its “Jesuitical disci- 
pline.” 3 

In and out of jail and exile 
‘many times, frequently in hiding 
from the Okhrana, the Czar’s 
dreaded secret police, Stalin used 
many names. Among them were 
Iyanovitch, his father’s middle 
name, Nirharadze and Koba. He 
first used the party name Stalin— 
Man of Steel—in 1913. 

. Picture in Every Home. 

Today his portrait hangs in al- 
most every home and building in 
Russia. His statue stands in thou- 
sands of squares in communities 
throughout the land. His speeches 
and published works are hailed 
as the authoritative revelation of 
Marxist-Leninist truth, thus 
the prime guides to Soviet living. 
His writings have been published 
in tens of millions of copies. The 
authoritative edition of his collect- 
ed works has gone through 11 
volumes, with more to come. 

In Russia, the decade birth- 
days of leading citizens are occa- 
sions for special honors. What 
honors are due now it is hard to 
guess, as Stalin has them all. Un- 
questionably, however, more will 
be devised for him. 

On his sixtieth birthday in 1939 
Stalin was awarded the title of 
Hero of Socialist Labor, the high- 
est and rarest honor in the 
U.S.S.R. This was in recognition 
of “services in the organization of 
the Bolshevik party, the creation 
of the Soviet state, the building 
of Socialist Society in the U.S.S.R., 
and the strengthening of friend- 
ship between the peoples of the 
U.S.S.R.” At the same time he was 
elected honorary member of the 
Soviet Academy of Sciences. 

On his seventieth birthday there 
will be great celebrating, whipped 
to enthusiasm by the ever-alert 
Communist party. But whether 
Stalin will make a public appear- 
ance is conjectural. He is more 
and more the man of mystery. 
His public appearances are rare, 
and this has led to rumors that 
his health is none too good, de- 
spite his Georgian durability. 

Greetings from Satellites. 

Stalin’s satellite empire is ready 
to greet him in a variety of ways. 

Czechoslovakia’s Communists, 
rnling one of the most recent of 
the satellite acquisitions, appear 
eager to show themselves worthy 
of the master’s favor. 

This month Czechoslovakia will 
be treated to a series of glori- 
ous days of Thanksgiving.” 
Prague Action Commit‘ee has ar- 
ranged Days of Czechoslovak-So- 
viet Friendship” to “make a great 
manifestation of loyalty and love 
of the working people to the lib- 
erator of our republic and the 
greatest defender of world peace.”

Giant Statue on Hillside. 

A 36-foot bronze and marble 
monument is to be unveiled in the 
main square of Bratislava, Slo- 
vakia; a 96-foot figure of Stalin is 
to be raised - a hillside over- 
looking Pragu 

oneaaniake “of the Soviet-spon- 
sored East German state, the new- 
est of the satellites, arranged for 
a birthday train of 70 new cars— 
one for each of Stalin’s years—to 
tour the countryside for two 
weeks in quest of birthday gifts. 
East German workers were or- 
dered to donate an extra hour of 
toil for the purpose of supplying 
gifts. Stalin gets all the Gifts 
and the train itself. 

Hungary's Communists will 
greet Stalin as “the wise leader 
and greatest master of the work- 
ing millions.” The government 
has issued a general appeal to all 
to celebrate the day. Workers are 
told to give extra hours in honor 
of Stalin. 

Romania’s Communist central 
committee and the government 
announced jointly that the seven- 
tieth birthday of Stalin would be 
fittingly celebrated with an elabo- 
rate program, not unlike that of 


ungary. 
Since September in Bulgaria, 
an unprecedented labor competi- 
tion has been under way 


Stalin’s honor and newspapers |* 


daily report that 1949 goals have 
been exceeded. Dozens of poets, 
writers, composers and artists 
are dedicating their best works 
to him, including a “heroic over- 
ture,” to be performed for the 
first time Dec. 21 in symphonic 
concerts over the country. A 
statue -bearing the inscription 
“Glory to Stalin” is being erect- 
ed in Sofia’s “Park of Liberty.” 
Poland’s Workers (Communist) 
Party likewise will celebrate, and 
so will the Albanian party, though 
not without nervous looks over 
their shoulders at the specter of 
Titoism which is haunting both 
countries now. 

Premier Josip (Tito) Broz’s 
continued existence as the head 
of Yugoslavia mars the otherwise 
joyous birthday occasion. But 
Tito may send greetings to his 
one-time friend and . present 
enemy as he did last year. 


Stalin Like Prophet. 

In this, his seventieth year, 
Stalin’s position is akin to the 
prophet of a new religion. He is 
dinned constantly into the ears 
of the people in Russia and the 
lands she now controls. Factory 
workers and farmers are en- 
couraged to write to him—as if 
in prayer— pledging themselves 
to work long hours, recounting 
their successes, their hopes, their 
complaints, believing that the 
man in the Kremlin gives person- 
al attention. 

Under Stalin’s direction, his- 
tory for the Soviet Union has 
been rewritten to suit the needs 
of this new religion, which is 
neither Marxism, Leninism nor 
Communism, but Stalinism. He 
has regimented artists, musicians, 
writers and scientists into narrow 
channels he deems safe for home 
consumption. He has glorified 
the Russian past in an expression 
of nationalism violating the prin- 
eiples of internationalism laid 
down by Karl Marx. He has 
deemed it necessary to tell the 
people their forebears invented 
everything worth inventing, led 
the world in the arts, performed 
prodigious feats in battle. 

He has demanded unswerving, 
unquestioning loyalty from com- 
munists in the democratic coun- 
tries. He has taken an iron grip 
on the governments of the na- 
tions in his sphere. 

He has out-czarred the czars 
he succeeded in the Kremlin.

Jury Law Repealed. 

In time it shocked the settlers 
themselves and they repealed the 
jury part of it in 1871, after a bit- 
ter speech by Democrat W. R. 
Steele on the Council floor: 

“A woman can’t engage in poli- 
tics without losing her virtue .. . 
and no woman’s got a right to sit 
on a jury, nohow, less’n she’s a 
man. ... They watch the judge’s 
face too much. /. while the law- | 
yers are talking to ’em.” — 

Another councilman, C. K. Nuc- 
* kols, also a Democrat, wanted to 
renege on the entire woman suf- 
frage deal. He told his colleagues: 
“Gentlemen, I bhelieve women 
were made to obey men. Anyway, 

ey generally promise to. I 

ink we'd better abolish this 
qf fin suffrage ...or get a new 
marriage ceremony to fit it!” 

A third speaker, unnamed ‘by 
the historian, tried the sugar-talk 
approach: “Women has been ele- 
vated to a higher spher e, where 
as an angel, she has ‘attributes 
which render possession of every- 
day powers and privileges non- 
essential.” 

Gov. Campbell signed the non- 
jury duty bill, but vetoed the 
move to deprive women of their 
voting powers and office-holding 
privileges.

In 1895 Mrs. Estell Reel Meyer, 
a Cheyenne school teacher, was

First Woman Governor. 

Five years before Mrs. Ross was 
| chosen to fill the unexpired gov- 
i ernorship term of her late hus- 
band, the United States Congress 
had submitted the nineteenth 
amendment to the states for ratifi- 
cation. At that time 15 states had 
followed Wyoming’s suffrage ex- 
ample. 

Louise Smith, an 80-year-old

Two-Thirds by New Techniques 


{Rhodes Points Out Structures Can Be Writ- 


ten Off Within 30 Years if 
Population Shifts. 


300 pupils and will cost about 


Harry Rhodes, commissioner of 
school buildings, reported: yester- 


des the advantage of im- 

te savings, the lower costs 
permit the structures to be “writ- 
ten off” in 15 to 30 years if rapid 
population shifts characteristic of 
present times make the buildings 
obsolete. 

An example of the new trend in 
school design is Cole Branch Ele- 
mentary School for Negroes now 
under construction at 3963 West 
Belle place, Rhades pointed out. 

Begun three months ago, the 
school will be completed in an- 
other month. This means com- 
pletion of construction in one 
semester instead’ of the four 
semesters and two summers re- 
quired for erection of such a 
school] as L’Ouverture School, 
3021 Hickory street, also under 
construction now. 

Cole Branch Schogl will contain 
eight classrooms accommodating 


completely insulated. 


The floor is damp-proof con- 
crete slab with cork carpet, and 
one entire side wall of each class- 
room is steel glass windows. Nat- 
ural light is supplemented by 
fluorescent lighting. The cost per 
room is less than $10,000, as coms 
pared with about $29,000 for 
L’Ouverture School. 

While one-story buildings re- 
quire more ground floor area 
than multiple story buildings, 
Rhodes explained, there is con- 
siderable savings in the elimina-|° 
tion of stairways and second or 
third-floor toilet rooms and cor- 
ridors. Furthermore, ground cost 
is not more than 10 per cent of 
total construction cost and the 
land can be sold later if the 
school is no longer required, he 
said.

They insist that “world-famous” 
trade marks are being used “il- 
legally” in the export market, al- 
though in most cases the sub- 
sidiaries were established simply 
because the “world-famous” trade 
marks couldn’t otherwise reach 
the markets.

In its first complete estimate 
of this season's citrus fruit pro- 
duction, the department forecast 
a total grapefruit crop of 36,400,- 
000 boxes.

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Report Says Population 
Growth in St. Louis 
Bank Area Is Less 
Than in Nation. 


Residents of the Eighth (St. 
Louis) Federal Reserve District 
received a total income of $10,- 
899,000,000 in the calendar year 
1948, the Federal Reserve Bank 
said in its monthly report yester- 
day. The district income total for 
1948, the bank said, was more 
than three times the amount re- 


ceived in 1939. 

The Eighth District comprises 
Arkansas, eastern and a part of 
southwest Missouri, and segments 
of Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Mississippi. 

Warning that the 1948 record 
may not be repeated in the in- 
come figures for the current 
year, 1949, is given In the report. 
It says: 

“Farm production in 1948 was 
at record levels in this area, and 
farm prices were very high. Dis- 
trict farm production i§ off sub- 
stantially in 1949 and prices are 
lower. The true long-term in- 
come trend line for the district 
with its present income structure 
probably is somewhere below the 
line shown by the 1948-1939 com- 
parison.”

In the Eighth Dis- 
trict a larger portion of the 
people’s income goes for con- 
sumption expenditures, and a 
slightly smaller part for taxes, re- 
flecting the less-well-to-do posi- 
tion of district residents. The re- 
mainder, 4 per cent, is ‘saved.” 

Further utilization of the dis- 
trict’s resources must be sought, 
the report says. “This means 
wiser use of our land resources, 
leading to a better balance in the 
district’s agriculture, and _  in- 
creased industrialization which 
will absorb some of the surplus 
population on the farms, thus 
leading to higher productivity per 
man in both industry and agri- 
culture.” . 

Drop in Population Ratio. 

A further deduction from the 
returns is that “net population 
growth in this district was much 
smaller than in the nation. The 
larger total income increase here 
was shared by a population which 
increased, net, less than national- 


y. 

“In 1939 almost 8 per cent of 
all Americans lived within the 
Eighth Federal Reserve District. 
By 1948 this figure had decreased 
to 7.1 per cent. It was this net 
out-migration which permitted 
the people remaining in the dis- 
trict to receive a larger share of 
the total district product and thus 
to increase their per capita in- 
come. The district would be on 
stronger ground had it been able 
to keep its people and still in- 
crease per capita income as much 
as it did.” 

Of the 1948 income of residents 
of the district, about one-half was 
wage and salary payments for la- 
bor; one-third represented net re- 
ceipts of farmers and small trade 
and service establishments; the 
remaining one-sixth was divided 
among income from _ property, 
Government welfare payments, 
veterans’ benefits “and other pay- 
ments by Government’ which are 
not related to current produc- 
tion.” 

The district is less industrial- 
ized than the nation as a whole, 
it is stated, as shown by the fact 
that while for the nation as a 
whole, labor income amounted to 
64 per cent of all income pay- 
ments, labor income was only 51 
per cent of the Eighth District 
total for the year.

So far this year the weather 
man has giveh us too much or 
too little, somewhere in the 
world, of everything in his bag 
ef tricks—and it has cost busi- 
ess men and consumers plenty. 

A big mass of cold air broke 
loose from the Arctic and began 

as far south as Texas and 
orida yesterday, as far east as 
the Atlantic Coast. Already, there 
is talk of fuel oil prices firming 
in New York. Texas reversed a 
former decision to cut oil produc- 
tion this month and will let more 
come from the wells. 
Cold and Business. 

The cold is good news to the 
winter resort people in the north, 
who last year lost millions be- 
cause little snow clung to their 
ski runs. It may be good news 
to the winter resort people in the 
South, because the unusually mild 
winter to date has kept many 
Northerners contented in their 
own homes. 

The cold onslaught may be 
good news this weekend to retail 
merchants, who have contended 
that one reason store ‘sales have 
run about 6 per cent behind last 
year whs the warm weather this 
fall slowing buying for the win- 
ter. Now it feels more like 
ew in many parts of the 


If the cold brings heavy snow- 
fall, that can be top-flight good 
news for city dwellers of the 
Northeast whose water shortage 
systems are cut to the critical 
point—by last summer’s drouth— 
and are just now catching up. 
Gov. Alfred E. Driscoll of New 
Jersey has declared a state of 
emergency in part of his state. 
New York City has ordered the 
men who wash automobiles, rail- 
road and subway cars to stop 
work. 

Industries in the area may feel 
the. water shortage, too. Chem- 
ical plants, for example, are heavy 
users of water. 

Drouth and Coffee. 

Drouth months ago in Brazil is 
blamed in part for the sharp rise 
in coffee prices. Drouth threats 
have been reported in sections of 
the winter wheat belt in our 
Southwest, and in parts of Cali- 
fornia and the Middle West. 

Welcome rains fell in California 
Thursday. Snow is reported on 
the way to some sections of the 
Midwest. That may mean better 
growing conditions next spring— 
plenty of food later on.

OR 25 years the Board of Religious 
Organizations’ Toy Shop Guild has been 
playing Santa Claus to needy children 

of St. Louis and St. Louis County. In that 
period it has distributed almost a million 
toys to children of families being assisted by 
welfare agencies. 

Last Friday the guild, a Community 
Chest agency, completed its 1949 distribu- 
tion. This year it handed out 15,000 toys for 
4300 children who otherwise might have 
virtually a toyless Christmas. 

a the year round, the Toy Shop 
Guild has its headquarters in an old house 
at 1723 Waverly place near Lafayette Park, 
its third location since it was started in 1924. 


Used toys contributed by church groups af- 
filiated with the Board of Religious Organi- 
zations are reconditioned during the year 
by women volunteers and two employes. In 
addition, thousands of new toys, particular- 
ly dolls and miniature trucks, are purchased 
with funds contributed by churches. Con- 
siderable work is done at home by hundreds 
of women who sew doll dresses and knit 
scarfs, mittens, socks, sweaters and hats for 
youngsters in need of clothing. 

Parents are sent to the toy shop by Com- 
munity Chest agencies and other city and 
county welfare organizations. Then they 
select toys in a show room just about as 
they would shop at a store.

OR JAMES WILSON, of Jacksonville, 
Florida, a dream is rapidly becom- 
ing a reality. 

Ever since boyhood, Wilson had 
wanted to study law. But when he joined 
the Army in 1942 he put this dream in 
his pocket until after the war. And then 
—suddenly—it disappeared entirely. 

In October, 1944, Wilson was on duty 
as a radio operator in a B-24 that 
crashed during a training flight near 
Burlington, Vermont. As a result of the. 
crash, he lost both arms and both legs. 

For months Wilson lay silent on a hos- 
pital bed, thinking about his shattered 
dream. And then, gradually, he began 
to fight back. 


But What Could He Do? 


First he was outfitted with a pair of 
artificial arms. Painfully, he learned to 
manipulate them, at first, clumsily, then 
with increasing finesse. Finally he could 
light a cigarette, shave himself and 
operate a typewriter. 

When he had re-mastered the use of 
hands, he slowly began to teach himself 
to walk again. Months passed before he 
could manipulate crutches but once he 
had conquered them he discarded them 
to stand unaided on artificial legs. 

Wilson, who is one of this: nation’s 
two quadruple amputees of World War 


‘II, then began to pursue his dream 


again. Under the Vocational Rehabilita- 
tion Act (Public Law 16) and aided by 
the Veterans Administration, he en- 
rolled at the University of Florida. 
Today he’s in his third year as a pre- 
law Student. Standing at ease in class he 
looks like any other student. 

“When I complete work on my AB,” 
says Wilson, “I'll enter the university 
law school for another three years.” 

After that, for Jim Wilson, it won’t be 
a dream. He'll be a lawyer then!

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SKI-TIME 
[S HERE!

OME MONDAY MORNING between now and next March 

you will undoubtedly come into contact with that 
curious biped, the ski enthusiast, migrating home- 
ward from a week-end in New England, Lake Placid 
or Sun Valley. : 

Staring red-eyed through bandages and hobbling 
along on his splints, this creature will present a piti- 
ful spectacle. But do not commiserate with him or 
call him harsh names, for actually he is happy in 
his misery. 


If you live near a railroad station or airport you: 


may have noticed that each year the number of these 
strange pilgrims increases. This is because the ancient 
art of skiing—first practiced by the wandering tribes 
of pre-historic Scandi- 
navia centuries ago — 
has become in the past 
20 years the fastest 
growing sport in the 
U. 8. A. 
In 1930, skiing in the 
Western Hemisphere 
was practiced by a few 
thousand hardy men 
and women, most of 
whom had learned how 
to ski in the Swiss, 
French and Austrian 
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: than three million 
ee or eats Sy eee eee Americans ski every 


week-end all winter long and annually spend $300,- 
000,000 for equipment, clothing, travel, and liniment— 
not to mention medical bills. 

Since war’s end, mountain ski resorts in upstate New 
York, New England, Nevada, Idaho, Colorado, Michi- 
gan, Minnesota, the Pacific Northwest and Canada, 
have become as stylish as St. Moritz and Chamonix. 

As the 1949-50 ski season begins, prospects are 
bright. In the East, the New Haven Railroad, the New 
York Central, the Boston and Albany and the small 
spur lines of southern New England are increasing 
their ski resort runs by an average of ten per cent. In 
the West, special ski trains will take ski enthusiasts 
to their favorite mountains in less time than before. 

In addition, the resorts themselves are reporting 
heavier advance booking than last year and clothing 
and sporting goods stores are selling more ski poles, 
sweaters, footwarmers and adhesive tape than they 
have since 1947. “All we need for a great season,” one 
of them said, “is some snow.” | 

Although the ski fiend traditionally dresses in the 
most colorful regalia he can buy, clothing firms say 
subdued tones have returned to popularity. Gone, say 
fashion authorities, are the flamboyant rainbow pat- 
terns of the recent past. Apparently this seasons 
skier doesn’t want to appear too conspicuous when he 
wraps himself around a tree. 

But no matter how he dresses, the American skier 
will continue to accept the perils of his favorite sport, 
along with its dubious pleasures. Indeed, in some ski 
circles a native skier is regarded as a novice until he 
has broken a leg. “No one ever paid any attention to 
me,” one skier said on his return from Lake Placid, 
“until I had my face lifted last winter by an oak. 
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Powdery snow swirls around skier who executes spectacular turn at the end of a long schuss.

RITONS EVERYWHERE are talking

Far more active than any other 
member of the Royal Family, the 22- 
year-old Elizabeth, wife, mother, and 
heiress presumptive to the throne, is 
quite noticeably tackling all her jobs 
with astonishing zeal. 

In the opinion of most Englishmen 
she is fast developing into the sort of 
leader they would like to see on the 
throne. 

There is a new warmth and friend- 
liness in recent weeks about Eliza- 
beth; Duchess of Edinburgh. Those 
who earlier criticized her for her 
“bored look” and “cold demeanor” at 
public ceremonies now report that 
she carries out public engagements 
with obvious enjoyment. 


She Flouts a Tradition 


They recall her moving radio address 
from Capetown on her 2lst birthday 
in which she vowed that “my whole 
life, whether it be long or short, shall 
be devoted to your service and the 
service of our great Imperial family 
to which we all belong.” 

Later, on a tour of Northern Ire- 
land, Elizabeth surprised her Belfast 
audience by discussing the “uneasy 
consciences of men.” 

“Today,” she declared, “we are liv- 
ing largely on borrowed capital, in- 
herited from previous generations, 
and bearing no increase now. Our 
children will suffer if we have nothing 
more, nothing fresh to offer them. 

“It would be a wonderful thing if 
Britain, which has set the standard 
for the world, could 
now lead the way in 


the approval of her people. She was 
hailed as a new Victoria, but a Vic- 
toria without primness and prudery. 

Yet Elizabeth’s training for queen- 
ship was on very different lines from 
that of Victoria. 

Victoria was kept out of touch with 
everything outside the court circle, 
but the present King and Queen have 
seen that Elizabeth suffered no such 
imprisonment. It has always been de- 
liberate royal policy to give her as 
normal an outlook as possible before 
she feels the weight of the crown. 


She Becomes More Human 


Though she resembles Queen Victoria 
in more ways than one, Elizabeth is 
certainly not Victorian in outlook. 
Nor, on the other hand, is she exces- 
sively a modernist. She has too much 
character to follow fashion for fash- 
ion’s sake. 

Her life has necessarily been regu- 
lated but she has enjoyed consider- 
able freedom and girlish fun while 
her simple, direct character has been 
molded. 

Marriage and motherhood have 
helped bring out the new Elizabeth. 
There .is no doubt that Prince Philip, 
who likes his beer with the boys, de- 
tests unnecessary red tape and pro- 
tocol and believes in being “natural,” 
has been largely responsible for the 
emergence of the “common touch” in 
his hitherto very royal wife. 

Elizabeth, although she cannot for 
one moment forget she will one day 
be queen, no longer takes herself so

Margaret as third in 
line to the throne is absolved from 
really serious responsibilities and can 
enjoy more privacy and indulge in her 
personal tastes more freely. 

Once Elizabeth was married the 
gay, vivacious Margaret quickly stole 
the spotlight with her easy manner, 
her night-clubbing, her numerous 
boy friends and her attempt at danc- 
ing the naughty can-can. She both 
captured the imagination and 
amused the people of Britain and the 
world. 

But Elizabeth no longer has much 
time for frivolity. From now on she 
will be a busy princess concentrating 
on her double duty to her country and 
her family.

Her popularity with the public—never 
higher than today-is a different kind 
of popularity than that Margaret en- 
joys.

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‘CITY OF HOPE? 


A hospital where no one pays—and everyone 


WENTY MILES EAST of Los Angeles, 
in the balmy southern California 
desert, stands one of the humani- 
tarian wonders of the world. Sprawl- 
ing over 75 acres of palm-planted 
desert is a novel kind of hospital 
called the City of Hope. 

If you’re one of the patients who 
come to the City of Hope from all 
parts of America you’re in for some 
pleasant surprises. In the first place, 
nobody pays for medical care in the 
City of Hope. 


it’s Always Broke 


Furthermore, it operates like no 
conventional hospital. Patients exer- 
cise a voice in running its affairs. A 
Patients’ Council of elected officers 
holds weekly confabs with the man- 
agement to discuss complaints (food, 
loud radios, general care) and make 
suggestions for improvements in 
routine. Patients enjoy the status 
of “guests,” and any doctor or 
nurse who challenges a patient 
with the word “charity” in any of 
its malignant forms is fired on the 
spot. Hooked into each room is a 
two-way radio system, installed 
in such a way that no nurse can 
Silence a patient by flipping a 
Switch. The patient always has 
the last word! 

Founded 37 years. ago with 
working capital of $136.05 and two 
Army tents flapping in the breeze, 
the City of Hope is a rare example 
of an institution running true to 
an ideal. It is a charity hospital

that flercely shuns the word “char- 


- ity”: and it doesn’t mind being finan- 


cially in the red. Its capacity: 400 
patients. 

“If we had a surplus,” says execu- 
tive director Sam Golter, “it would 
mean we weren’t doing our job.” The 
City of Hope, which treats lung can- 
cer as well as TB, costs $5,200 a day 
to run, owes around $750,000 in debts, 
but goes on spending and planning 
as though red ink were blue. Golter 
says, “If the cause is good the money 
will come in from somewhere.” 

Usually it comes from a group of 
labor unions (among them the Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers, the Inter- 
national Ladies Garment Workers’ 
Union and the Baker’s Union, all of 
which have supported it consistently 
by special membership levies). Yet it

hospital the big push toward success. 
Today a network of auxiliaries cov- 
ers the country, handling donations, 
screening applicants, promoting ex- 
pansion. 

Today with medical problems con- 
fronting hundreds of cities and rural 
areas, the methods of the big desert 
hospital are worth examining. 


Emphasis on Pleasant Surroundings 


Pleasant surroundings are planned for 
their morale and therapeutic. value— 
important factors in treating TB. 
“Hospital atmosphere” is played 
down. Patients’ rooms are cheery and 
home-like, have radios and even tele- 
vision sets; there is a library and a 
recreation room — and ambulatory 
cases stroll over the landscaped 
grounds in the desert air. Because TB 
is a long-term disease — even slight 
cases don’t cure under 18 months 
—the Social Service bureau will 
often transport a husband or wife 
to California and find him or her 
a job so that the patient’s mind is 
eased. Such psychological treat- 
ment helps produce remarkable 
results. Its record of cures has 
caused the hospital to be dubbed 
“city of miracles.” Patients are 
also rehabilitated socially and re- 
educated in new trades and pro- 
fessions—for new lives when they 
are discharged. This is important 
therapy. 

In its social workings the hos- 
pital is a sort of practical utopia. 
Patients, who for reasons of space 
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aid in new lung operation 


of commission. Dr. Goldman’s method, 
based on earlier work in Norway by Dr. 
Carl Semb, is to make the usual incision 
in the chest, then to fill the extra-fascial 
space underneath the ribs with small 
lucite balls. After the operation the pa- 
tient rattles internally until body fluids 
fill in the space. He will spend the rest 
of his life with 20-odd plastic marbles 
within his chest wall to keep the affected 
part of his lung deflated. But operative 
risks are reduced. 

The City of Hope grew out of a meet- 
ing back in 1912 of the Workman’s 
Circle in the. Boyle Heights section of 
Los Angeles. Branch members dying of 
the then dreaded “consumption” were 
flocking in droves to California, and a 
collection of $136.05 was taken up to 
start a sanatorium. Local housewives 
passed the hat throughout the neigh- 
borhood until there was enough to buy 
a cheap desert lot and the two tents. 
These were bravely inscribed “The Los 
Angeles Sanatorium.” One patient was 
installed, and a nurse occupied the other 
tent. > 

Treatment everywhere in those days 
was primitive. Tuberculars in the East 
were either isolated in groups, dosed 
with cough medicine and left to recover 
or die, or, more hopefully, they migrated 
to higher altitudes—which in itself did 
little to cure. So feared was the “white 
plague” that victims were shunned by

their own families. In Los Angeles they 
were allowed to put up a tent in the 
back yard but not to go inside the house. 


After the Big Killers 


The City of Hope grew from tent to 
shack to institution, but up to 1930 was 
no more than a TB rest home. Then 
Hollywood’s Warner Brothers donated a 
Medical Building with new research 
facilities, and the medical center idea 
began to materialize. At that time doc- 
tors were developing surgical methods 
of treating TB—which proved to be the 
most important factor in its decline — 


and money for research and enlarge-‘ 


ment poured into the City of Hope, 
mainly from labor unions and fraternal 
groups that were its original backers. 
Tuberculosis has been the special 
scourge of industrial workers, and that 

why organized labor has been the 
sing ost consistent angel of the City 
of Hope. Some of the hospital buildings 
are named for unions like the Amalga- 
mated Clothing Workers, the ILGWU, 
the Millinery Workers’ Union and the 
Baker’s Union, which raised money for 
the Duarte center by taxing members. 

Among the individuals who nurtured 
and supported the idea were Jewish 
workmen and business men. Yet the 
men who run it today stress one fact: it 
is open to all—the Kellys and Schmidts 
and DiPaolis. Its president today is 
Victor M. Carter and its medical direc- 
tor is A. E. T. Rogers.

chest diseases, cancer, heart disease and 
rheumatic fever—will be treated. —~ 


$10,000 They Couldn't Afford 


If, at present, the program is ham- 
strung for lack of funds, that sort of 
thing has never stopped the City of 
Hope. When streptomycin was an- 
nounced as a-possible wonder drug for 
TB, the City of Hope was one of the first 
to try it out at a time‘when it cost $10,- 
000 a treatment. (The antibiotic drug 
proved no wonder drug for TB but it 
does help in certain cases.) 

Surgery is still the great hope in seri- 
ous TB cases. Artificial lung collapse like 


pneumothorax and thoracoplasty has 


been largely responsible for knocking 
TB down from first place to seventh as 
a fatal disease. Another major aid is 
early diagnosis by X-ray. 

The City of Hope manages to benefit 
not only science and medicine but hu- 
manity as a whole with its unorthedox 


methods. With no bankroll in a dollar .

Ambassador-by-Accident

OBODY IN HOLLYWOOD seems to wear 

romantic, swashbuckling costumes 
as well—or as often—as Tyrone Power. 
In some 17 filmis to date Power has 
donned plumed hat, velvet jerkin and 
sword to go forth and (1) triumph over 
an enemy and (2) win a fair lady. His 
latest role in “Prince of Foxes” finds him 
resplendent in Renaissance robes. 

Actually, the simple garb of a 20th 
century diplomat would be far more 
suitable for Power. Reason: he holds a 
Hollywood record for farflung junket- 
ing, having visited more than 50 coun- 
tries since 1946. 

Somehow, Power has found himself 
in the role of unofficial — but. none-the- 
less effective—ambassador for Hollywood 
in particular and all Americans in gen- 
eral. Wherever he has gone, he has left 
a friendly and indelible impression. His 
picture still hangs in South African 
schoolrooms where he talked about U.S. 
teenagers. And in a leading hotel in 
Colombia, one of the first greetings 
you get is: “Tyrone Power slept here!” 

Power became a goodwill agent quite 
by accident. In 1946 he and Cesar Ro- 
mero flew down to Central and South 
America on a holiday. Wherever they 
stopped, citizens turned out en masse, 
not only bobby-soxers, but Presidents, 
Ambassadors and leading politicos. So 
good were the reports that 20th Cen- 
tury-Fox the following year gave him 
time for another junket. This time he 
flew to South Africa. In 1948 he good- 
willed in Mexico, and in 1949 he did 
more of the same in Europe. 

Since Power, now aged 36, has become 
such a salesman for America, Amer- 
icans are entitled to know what kind of 
representative he is abroad. 


What Kind of Impression? 


Aside from Hollywood’s enthusiasts, 
U. S. travelers abroad reported that in 
this romantic actor Americans actually 
had the finest possible kind of represen- 
tation. People of other lands found him 
not flashy or flamboyant but poised, 
honestly friendly and tactful. Said one: 
America could use more practical am- 
bassadors like this! 

Even during the public hysteria at- 
tending his January wedding to Linda 
Christian in Rome, Power was calm, 
self-possessed. He emerged with the re- 
spect of critical Romans. 

Power, a former Marine lieutenant. 
who flew a C-46 during the war, comes 
from a family famous on the Stage for 
more than a century. His European tour 
was an expansion of a trip begun to 
complete “Prince of Foxes.” 

Now back in Hollywood, America’s un- 
official ambassador is busy with maps 
again.

“Always 
have,” he growled, and went 
on shooting. 

He had nothing else to say, 
nor did the silent spectators 
behind him. Still a good shot 
at 78, and mighty proud, Hor- 
ton was one of 50 contestants. 
They gathered at Waynesville, 
N. C. to lie behind a well-worn 
log and plug lead balls at dia- 
mond-shaped targets for the 
honor of taking home, as a 
prize, a big chunk of a fat steer. 

It was a damp day, and at 
times the big “hawg rifles” were 
slow to fire. When his picture 
was taken, Horton had tripped 
the hammer, the old-time pow- 
der cap had exploded with a 
faint bang, and he was waiting 


for the big charge to go off. It ~ 


did, with a roar, seconds later. 
Once Horton’s gun failed to 


go off at all. This also happened 
to others. Such misfires pro- 
duced the only loud words 
spoken all day: 

“Hold her up! Hold her up! 
Don’t point her at nobody!” 


Gun Finally Goes Off 


This was a signal (probably 
dating back to Colonial Amer- 
ica) to the contestant to point 
his gun in the air.
